Subject Of Winning Essays 

Pupils of Newton Public Schools Receive Medals Awarded By 
Local W. C. T. U.

WHY SENSIBLE YOUNG PEOPLE 
DO NOT SMOKE 

Tobacco is a filthy weed, 

’Twas the devil sowed tho soed. 

It drains the pocket, scents the 
clothes 

And makes a chimney of the nose. 

In my opinion this verse expresses 
two good reasons why young people 
who think, will rofrain from smoking. 
First, tobacco is expensive, It “drains 
the pockets." Second, smoking is a 
filthy habit which is hard to stop 
when once started. And last and per- 
haps most important, smoking is in 
jurlous to the health, affecting tho 
lungs and eventually undermining the 
nervous system. 

For any young boy or girl tobacco 
soon becomes a rather expensive hab- 
it which easily absorbs his small sal- 
ary. A package of cigarettes as a rule 
costs 15 cents. The habit of smoking 
grows on a person so that he can 
easily smoke two packages a day. 
That Is 30 cents a day. With seven 
days In the woek, we find it amounting 
to $2.10. For a boy or girl getting a 
salary of 10 or 15 dollars in a week 2 
dollars is a good bit to throw away 
on a habit which does him no good 

The last and most important reason 
Is that tobacco is very injurious to the 
air passages and makes breathing dif- 
ficult. Smokers are very often troubled 
by irritating sore throats, poor diges- 
tion, and wenk and irregular action of 
the heart, if smoking is started ear 
lv in life it is very apt to stunt growth. 
A habitual smoker eventually becomes 
very nervous and Is never satisfied if 
lie has not a package of cigarettes at 
his command. 

The use of tobacco Is not a plensant 
habit. You can always discern a per- 
son who smokes, for there are certain 
tell-tale signs about him. A smoker 
rarely ever has clean, white teeeth; in 
stead his teeth are usually yellowed 
from smoking. His fingers usually are 
stained from the habitual contact with 
nicotine. Then, too, there is a scent 
of smoke which always clings to his 
clothes, and which ills neighbors do 
not always enjoy. Another very un- 
pleasant and insanitary habit which 
comes from smoking Is spitting. 

If any young person really stops to 
think and consider the results which 
smoking — perhaps a merely enjoyable 
time at first, but eventually an un- 
pleasant, persistent habit will have 
on him In particular, ho will find that 
It is wisest and best to avoid the 
habit altogether. 

Rosamond Lewis, also of the Big- 
elow Junior High School, won honora- 
ble mention.

WHY SENSIBLE YOUNG PEOPLE 
DO NOT SMOKE 

The question whether smoking is 
right or wrong Is sometimes dilllcult 
to answer, but a young person In his 
right mind should be able to reason 
that smoking of an Insidious drug is 
harmful. 

A certain proof that tobacco is a 
poison is that the parts of the leaf 
not used for cigars, cigarettes, et 
cetera, are used to kill insects in 
greenhouses and to disinfect sheep. 
Also animals will not touch tobacco. 
Mun Is the only creaturo that smokes 
tobacco. 

Young women did not use rouge, 
lipstick, or other makeup as much us 
they do now until dgurette smoking 
made them need the aid of artificials 
when their natural color failed. Cig- 
arette smoking tends to make the 
looks sharper, the heart becomes 
weak, and the smoker becomes nerv- 
ous. 

Athletes do not smoke us they know 
they cannot hope to succeed by smok- 
ing. Smokers are not wanted on col- 
lege teams as trainers know that the 
smoker is not dependable and Is lia- 
ble to fail at n vital moment. 

Mr. Smoker cannot place ills mind 
on things and thus Is a failure at 
school or working on things that re- 
quire close attention. He is nervous 
and is not up to the uverage mentally 
or physically. Although smokers do 
not always become criminals; most 
criminals are smokers. During the 
past six years at Harvard College 
no smoker has been at the head of 
his class. Advertising of cigarettes 
is misleading. Saying, “Smoke — and 
watch your lumbering frame reduce” 
is not true. Smoking does not reduce 
a person's weight or keep it down. In 
making slogans the tobacco compan- 
ies have said laughable and untrue 
things. “Not a cough in a carload" 
and “Doesn't irritate the throat" are 
two silly slogans. “Ads" signed by 
people then in the "lime-light" are 
many times untrue. The people, you 
must remember, receive money for 
signing these testimonials. One tenor 
signed on two testimonials and on 
seeing the way he describes the two 
brands one would wonder bow ho could 
endure both. And when it gets to 
whe-c companies mail packages of 
cigarettes to girls on their sixteenth 
hlrthduys! ! ! 

Why don't certain sensible young 
people smoke? Why? They know that 
smoking is habit-forming, harms a per- 
son Inside and out, physically and men- 
tally, and hurts the features. They rea- 
lize and thus are ready to go forward 
into life, healthy and alert, without 
the drag of tobacco.

Zoning Of Crystal Lake Section 

Argued Before Rules Committee 

Strong Protests Made To Aldermen On Change of Zoning 
In Newton Centre 


The Claims and Rules Committee of - detriment of surrounding property. 


the Newton Board of Aldermen held a 
hearing on Monday night on the peti- 
tion of W. Frank Brown who asks 
that land bounded by Norwood ave- 
nue, Trowbridge street and Crystal 
Lake be changed from private resi- 
dence zone to general residence zone. 
Mr. Brown was represented by James 
P. Gallagher who explained the loca- 
tion of the land in question. He told 
the members of the committee that 
his client owns a parcel of land con- 
taining about 17,000 square feet and 
is negotiating for the purchase of an 
adjoining lot containing about 9000 
square feet. On this property, should 
the zone be changed, Mr. Brown pro- 
poses to erect an apartment building. 
Mr. Gallagher called upon Ralph C. 
Henry of Newton, who would be the 
architect of the proposed building. 

Mr. Henry showed a sketch of the 
contemplated apartment structure. He 
said It would be quite different from 
the ordinary type. It would he two 
stories In height, of the English cot- 
tage style peculiar to the Shakespeare 
country, of semi-detached units and 
very pleasing in appearance. It would 
be built so that it would offer the least 
obstruction to the view of the lake to 
surrounding properties. The living 
rooms and chambers in the apartments 
would be on the lake side. The trees 
on the property would not be dis- 
turbed and the surrounding grounds 
would he attractively landscaped. The 
apartments would have the aspect of 
private residences and ample parking 
space would be provided for the cars 
of persons residing in them. There 
would be 14 apartments. 

Mr. Henry commented that he would 
not he associated with any project 
which would jeopardize the values of 
surrounding properties or which would 
detract from the attractiveness of the 
Crystal Lake section. He stated that 
an alternative development of the 
property of Mr. Brown under the pri- 
vate zone restrictions would be the 
erection of 4 two-family houses which 
would be far less attractive than the 
proposed apartment building. 


She said the plans showed no garages 
and later a row of garages might be 
built on Norwood avenue to provide 
for the cars of the apartment tenants. 

Arthur M. Claffee of 14 Trowbridge 
street said the issue is not whether 
two-family houses or an apartment 
building will be erected, but whether 
or not the zone will be changed. He 
is unwilling to see the Crystal Lake 
section picked out as an apartment 
house site. Mrs. Claffee said it is not 
fair to spoil a whole neighborhood for 
the sake of allowing one person to 
obtain financial success. She said 
apartment buildings are noisy. John 
McConville of 56 Norwood avenue said 
the change of zone would establish 14 
families in a half-acre site, and the 
erection of the apartment building 
would obstruct the view of the lake.

ABOUT TOWN

Complaints nre enniinir lo police 
li>‘adn<iartors about barking dogs 
Many clogs In this city naturally be- 
come peevish when tied tip. or re- 
strained In a cellar, house or garage. 
They give vent to Indignation or Im- 
patience by hnrking or yelping. Per- 
sonally. we prefer to hear a dog bark 
rether than yelp, hut we don’t enthuse 
over either If the canine makes It a 
heblt. If dogs can’t he tied In yards 
without yelping or hnrking, owners of 
said dogs should make their pots 
honse-gnests. 

A person residing in our neighbor- 
hood owns a large police dog. This 
dog Is well fed and during the dny re- 
mains on his owner's premises and is 
as quiet as a church mouse. But. 
about midnight each day this canine 
makes a tour of the neighborhood, 
tips over garbage cans and harks 
at prowling cats, milkmen and other 
objects, real or Imaginary. And how 
he can bark. On the average, this 
"pet" awakens us twice during the 
early morning hours and the remarks 
we direct at him would not pnss the 
National Board of Censorship. Some 
day possibly we will follow the exam- 
ple of other persons who kick about 
dogs which vocalize too assiduously. 
Then, we shall ask that this dog ho 
restrained not only during the 90 days' 
period, but every night. If dog own- 
ers would only equip their pets with 
some of those gilded derbies used by 
orchestra players to mute brass musi- 
cal instruments, the harking and 
yelping would not he so annoying. 


A former postofilce clerk In this 
city was one of several postal em- 
ployees tried in the Federal Court at 
Boston on Tuesday for stealing money 
from letters In the mail. These thiev- 
ing postal workers were given the 
sugar-coated punishment of suspended 
two year jail sentences. The case of 
the former Newton Centre postofilce 
clerk was particularly reprehensible. 
He had been stealing — not from some 
wealthy financial institution, not from 
individuals or business men who 
might not be seriously affected by his 
thefts. He specialized in rifling let- 
ters addressed to the Working Boys’ 
Home at Newton Highlands; an In- 
stitution which shelters poor orphans 
and young hoys dependent on charity. 
This home is largely supported by 
small contributions donated by kind- 
hearted working men and women. For 
nearly a year a large number of let- 
ters addressed to the home, and con- 
taining .contributions, were not re- 
ceived. Suspicion was directed to a 
clerk in the Newton Centre postof- 
flee. He was watched and apprehend- 
ed. When arrested 27 letters ad- 
dressed to the Working Boys' Home 
were found in his possession, and the 
amount of $54. 

The quality of mercy is one of the 
most admirable attributes of the 
Christian religion, but, there seems to 
he a tendency to strain this quality in 
some cases. 


A score and more years ago the 
Street Department of the City of 
Newton had “section men" who 
worked on the streets keeping them 
clean. These men also kept the grass 
borders along the streets mowed. The 
streets of this city were neat and 
pleasing. They hurmonized with the 
well kept lawns, the attractive estates 
which have made Newton famous. 
Then came a Mayor who believed lie 
could suve money for Newton's tax- 
payers by diverting the men employed 
in keeping streets clean and grass 
borders cut to other work. He urged 
residents to perform the task of cut- 
ting the grass on street borders in 
front of their homes. Some of the 
residents became assistant, noil-paid 
Street Department workers. More 
did not. The result has been — that 
for many years a large percentage of 
the borders along the streets in this 
city have not been grass-borders. They 
have been hay and weed borders; un- 
sightly, in sorry contrast to well kept 
lawns which they adjoin. The city's 
attractiveness is largely impaired by 
the unkempt condition of street bor- 
ders. There is no good reason why 
esidents of this city should work on 
streets or sidewalks. It is the plain 
duty of the city to keep streets uud 
sidewalks in order and clean. The 
cost of doing this would not he a big 
burden on taxpayers. It would af- 
ford employment to Street Depart- 
ment workers who otherwise might lie 
laid off. The City of Newton should 
renew the commendable activity of 
having men regularly assigned to keep 
our streets clean and grass borders 
regularly trimmed. 


An old resident of this city died 
at tlie hospital several days ago af- 
ter suffering torturing injuries as a 
result of an automobile accident. Such 
accidents aud deaths might he avoid- 
d if persons learning to operate au- 
tomobiles would drive on unfrequent- 
d roads where there are few vehicles 
ami fewer pedestrians. 

Between the resurfacing work on 
Washington street and the laying of 
(lie huge Metropolitan water main, 
uutolsts iu Newton will have plenty 
of detouring and other inconveniences 
this summer. It is better to have all 
tills truffle delay during the sumo 
period. 


Even though It might cost the city 
$5000 to eliminate the corruguted sur- 
face along Washington street between 
Brackett's Coal Yurd and Centre ave- 
nue. this work should lie done without 
further delay. Assuming that ibis 
section of Washington street will ho 
resurfaced next year, it is absolutely 
unfair to thousands of Newton resi- 
dents. not to mention auloists from 
other places, lo compel them to suf- 
fer physical discomforts ami jar their 
automobiles out of repair wlieu they 
must travel over the “rippling waves" 
on Washington street. The condition 
of this stretch of street iius become 
increasingly liad in lute years. Since 
lust winter It bus been terrible. Wily 
should people have to eudure it for 
neurly allot her year?

Courtesy is a nice thing. To en- 
courage tourists to come to Massachu- 
setts for their vacations is wise. 
Therefore, the new ruling of the Reg- 
istry of Motor Vehicles, based on re- 
cent action of the Legislature, which 
permits uutomobile owners from other 
States to operate their cars in Mass- 
achusetts for 30 days, and which fur- 
ther allows them to obtain extensions 
of this period is commendable. It is 
more thun apt to be abused, however. 
In the past — and at present, there are 
many automobiles operated on the 
highways of this state which were reg- 
istered in other States. These cars, 
in many instances are owned and op- 
erated by persons whose abode is in 
Massachusetts and who registered 
cars in other States to evade the 
compulsory insurance which cars reg- 
istered in this State must carry. There 
is all too little team-work between the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles and police 
departments throughout the Common- 
wealth or it would not be so easy for 
these “duckers” to get by. 

The great majority of autoists in 
Massachusetts play the game on the 
level. They must pay heavy liability 
insurance and appreciable excise lax 
on their cars. It is not fnir to them 
that so many “wise guys" and "slick 
Alecks” should avoid paying the in- 
surance and tax. And these classes 
include those honorable individuals 
who register cars from their summer 
addresses to obtain the benefit of the 
lower rates given to the zones re- 
moved from Boston. 

The welcome news also comes t hat 
compulsory liability Insurance rates 
will take still another jump next year. 
This pyramiding burden on automo- 
bile owners will continue just so long 
as insurance companies will keep on 
paying money to dishonest persons 
who make fake claims for imaginary 
injuries. If the insurance companies 
are wise they will bend every effort 
to end the fake injury racket. Other- 
wise. public demand in the near fu- 
ture may force the adoption of a State 
Insurance Fund.

ABOUTTOWN

Last Saturday we happened to visit 
u section of West Newton over n mile 
from the location of the Waltham Gun 
Club at Pine Island, on the boundary 
of Waltlmm and Nowton. Tho noise 
of tho bullets being fired by the 
“skeet” enthusiasts on tlie shore of tho 
Chnrles River was nil too audible. 
Later tliut afternoon we visited tho 
Newton Hospital and were surprised 
to hear plainly ut that distunt point 
tlie Incessant firing of bullets nt tho 
Gun Club site. We realized then the 
nervous strain, the long continued an- 
noyance which residents of Auburn- 
dale, West Newton and part of Wal- 
tham have hud to endure for ninny 
months. Tho activity of this club wus 
adjudged a nuisance when officers of 
tills organization were tried before 
the Newton Court many months ago. 
An appeal was taken nnd a jury in 
the Middlesex Superior Court reversed 
the decision. 

Property owners within a half-mile 
radius of tlie gun club then decided 
to institute civil suit against tho 
the "skeet" organization, but because 
of bickerings among themselves the 
civil proceedings have not been start- 
ed. The City Government of Newton 
and our Legislators should co-operate 
with the thousands of residents af- 
fected to end this weekly racket. 
Shooting clay pigeons or "skeots" or 
whatever you want to call it Is an en- 
tertaining uml proper form of recrea- 
tion. It is better than slaughtering 
birds nnd the few remaining wild crea- 
tures. But, tho place for skeot shoot- 
ing is not near thickly settled com- 
munities. Gun clubs should he lo- 
cated in thinly settled country whore 
the incessant explosion of bullets will 
not impose oil tlie rights of thousands. 


The Town of Watertown will gain 
a reputation for being different, if 
nothing else, if Its residents nnd gov- 
ernment persist In pulling out of 
stroke with neighboring communities. 
In accordance with the request of 
State officials, Waltham, Newton und 
other places have placed a 90 days’ 
restraining order on dogs to curb the 
menace of rabies. But not Water- 
town. Deferring to indignant dog 
owners there, officials of the town de- 
creed that local dogs could he inocu- 
lated with anti-rallies serum without 
cost to their owners: nnd after 21 
days, these dogs, designated by a tag, 
could run unrestrained. Of course the 
Watertown police will stop (if they 
can) every dog they see running loose 
to ascertain if it wears a tag allowing 
it to have been inoculated. And any 
Watertown dog running loose can 
"bow-wow" to a rabid dog from some 
other place, “don’t bite me.” And If 
bitten, certainly tlie Watertown dogs 
would refrain from biting any other 
dog or human, because to do so would 
cause criticism of Watertown's re- 
fusal to co-operate with its neighbor- 
ing communities. 


There is plain common-sense and 
tlie result of years of experience in 
dealing with criminals contained in 
tlie statement of District Attorney 
Warren L. Bishop us lie advocates 
severe punishment for vicious mur- 
derers and thugs. There is encour- 
agement for those who hold human 
life in contempt, who lmve no consid- 
eration for their fellow men — in tlie 
statement of Governor Ely that lie 
"hopes the dentil penalty may he 
abolished." If some member of tho 
Governor's family were shot dead by 
a brutal murderer of the Soaris type, 
tlie gentleman froftl Westfield might 
not lie so sympathetic. Crimes of 
violence by gun toters keep increas- 
ing. In this country only one mur- 
derer in 200 is executed. England, in 
proportion to its population, lias less 
than a 25th as many murders as this 
country. In England murderers re- 
ceive tlie death penalty — not sympa- 
thy. 


The sale of fireworks started Wed- 
nesday morning, July 1st. And the 
explosion of fireworks commenced im- 
mediately and lias continued since, 
despite tlie fact tliut no fireworks, ac- 
cording to law, shall be discharged 
except oil July 4th. In the meantime 
sick persons have been suffering and 
nervous persons have been fussing. 
And anyone who objects to tho racket 
is labelled a crank.

Judge Rules Against 
McLaughlin Estate 

Petitions In Superior Court Are 
Dismissed 


In the Middlesex Superior Court on 
June 26 Judge Carroll ruled against 
the petitions of Frederick W. Mc- 
Laughlin, formerly of Auburndule. 
Young McLaughlin was the adopted 
son of the late Nellie E. McLaughlin 
of Auburndule who died Intestate In 
1927. In March, 1929, McLaughlin 
brought four petitions In the Middle- 
sex Probate Court alleging that there 
hud been a conspiracy to defraud him 
by Sarah, Mary and Edward McLaugh- 
lin, Attorney Dennis M. Cronin and 
James J. Fcerlck, administrator of 
the estate, all of Aulnirndale. The 
petitions asked that Feerlck be re- 
moved as administrator, that a com- 
promise of claims previously agreed 
to by the petitioner be revoked, and 
that a decree licensing the sale of 
real estate be revoked. The probate 
court refused to grant the petitions 
and McLaughlin then took the mutter 
to the Superior Court. Judge Carroll 
sustained the findings of the Probate 
Court. 

He ruled that — “The appointment 
of tlie administrator in the petitioner's 
ahsenpe was in accordance with law. 
The petitioner had notice of the com- 
promise of the claims; lie assented to 
sell real estate and the allowance of 
the final account. Nothing is shown 
in the vnrious petitions to warrant a 
revocation of the decrees. We do not 
think it necessary to consider the 
question of the petitioner's latches."

ABOUT TOWN

Huge pipes have been stored on 
Washington street. West Newton, for 
over two weeks occupying nearly all 
parking space and greatly injuring the 
business people of that, section. To 
date no beginning has been made on 
the excavation of the big trench for 
these pipes by the C. & R. Construc- 
tion Company. At Newtonvllie Square 
work on digging the big trench has 
been started by Thomas J. McCue, 
although but few pipes for this sec- 
tion have been "spotted.” The busi- 
ness men of this city, not to mention 
autolsts. are entitled to more consid- 
eration than they have received from 
this lack of planning. 


The stench which pervaded this 
city last Thursday night lias been 
quite evident during the past week on 
several occasions. The acrid, sicken- 
ing smell probably emanates from the 
chemical works at Everett, augmented 
by foul odors from other parts of 
Greater Boston, held close to the 
ground by the excessive humidity, and 
wafted hither by prevailing east 
winds. 


More and more comments are being 
made on the terrible condition of 
Washington street between Brackett's 
coal yard and Thornton street, New- 
ton. Accidents may occur as a result 
of this condition. Autolsts going East 
drive their cars well out on the mid- 
dle of tlie roadway to avoid getting 
jarred to a frazzle, and thus drive 
against West bound traffic. Cars fre- 
quently slew as they get out of con- 
trol on the innumerable humps. It 
would be a comparatively inexpensive 
job to scarify this disgraceful section 
of street and reroll it. 


CHESTNUT HILL MAN IN RESCUE

street. Chestnut Hill, assisted in res- 
cuing 8 persons from drowning in the 
Cape Cod canal on July 4.

Mary Shea, 80, mother of Albert Shea 
of 428 Wolcott street, Auburndale. 
She had been kept afloat by Mr. 
Kearns until she was taken from the 
water. When tlie boat tipped over 
the old lady received severe injuries. 
Her left leg and three of her ribs 
were broken. These injuries, togeth- 
er with the effects of the immersion 
and shock caused her deatli the fol- 
lowing morning. She was a resident 
of Brookline and had a summer home

Late last Friday night Edna Mor- 
gan, 16. and her brother. Leonard 
Morgan, 14, of 16 Richardson road. 
Newton Upper Falls, went to Wal- 
tham to witness the big bonfire which 
was to he Ignited at midnight on the 
morning of July 4th. They accom- 
panied Mr. and Mrs. Willard McKen- 
zie cf 8 Richardson road In a truck 
driven by the former. From the bridge 
over the Charles River near N’orum- 
bega the McKenzie truck was trailed 
by an automobile along South street. 
Waltham, towards Roberts. Between 
the old paper mill at Roberts and the 
location of the bonfire some one in 
the automobile fired a pistol and a 
bullet entered the left shoulder of 'he 
McKenzie girl, just above the collar- 
bone. Her brother had the presence 
of mind to jot down on a piece of pa- 
per the registration number of the au- 
tomobile as it sped by the truck. The 
girl was rushed to the Waltham Hos- 
pital and the Waltham police were 
informed of the number of the car 
from which the bullet was fired. The 
car was found to be registered in the 
name of C. Spurgeon Blair. 26. of 826 
Watertown street. West Newton. 

Newton police were notified and 
two officers were sent to Blair's home 
to arrest him. He did not appear dur- 
ing the early morning, however, and 
Motorcycle Officer Goddard was then 
assigned to watch for him. On the 
afternoon of July 4th Blair accom- 
panied by an attorney wer. to the 
Waltham Police headquarter.- and sur- 
rendered. Vernon T. Stewart. 27. of 
15 Austin street. Newtonvllie. who 
was riding In the Blair car on the 
night before the "4th” also went to 
Waltham Police Headquarters. The 
two men admitted having fired six 
or seven shots from a 25 calibre auto- 
matic pistol. Stewart firing 5 or 6 of 
the shots and Blair one. They also 
admitted that they knew the car- 
tridges contained bullets and were 
not blanks. Neither would admit own- 
ing the weapon. They claimed it had 
been lying around the locker-room at 
a Riverside boathouse and that they 
had taken it when they went on 'he 
the automobile ride on the night of 
July 3rd. They asserted that they 
did not know that anyone had been 
hit by any of tlie cartridges they dis- 
charged from the pistol. Each of the 
two was released on $500 bail. 

When the physicians at the Wal- 
tham Hospital prepared to remove 
tlie bullet from Miss Morgan's should- 
er. they discovered it to be located 
so near a nerve that they did not 
probe for it. fearing that paralysis 
might result. Because of this seri- 
ous situation when Blair and Stewart , 
appeared before Judge Connolly in j 
tlie Waltham Court on Monday morn- : 
ing. the judge increased the bail to j 
$2000 each when the cases were con- I 
tinned for two weeks at the request ! 
of Police Chief Currin of Waltham. , 
Thomas Ryan of Newtonvllie, attor- \ 
ney for the pair objected to the in- i 
creased bail. The cases were con- I 
tinned to July 20. when Blair and I 
Stewart will face charges of assault 
with a dangerous weapon and illegal 
possession of a pistol. A third man j 
and a young woman who were riding 
in the car with Blair and Stewart j 
were also questioned by the Waltham i 
police. 

Two other motorists turned over to 
tlie Waltham police bullets of the I 
same calibre as that which wounded 
the Morgan girl and which bad en- 
tered their cars while parked on 
South street. Waltham near the bon- j 
fire ou the "night before the 4th.” 
The bullet turned over by Thomas ' 
Kenny of River street. Weston had j 
crashed through a wiudow ot' his car | 
aud lie informed the police that there l 
was a bullet mark ou the rear of his 
automobile. The bullet found by Har- 
old E. Weston of Tomlin street, Wal- 
tham was found lying on the floor of 
bis car. 

When the Morgan girl was wounded 
it was first supposed she had been j 
struck by fragments ot a torpedo and 
her parents were so notified. Suppos- j 
iug the injury to be slight aud that ' 
tlie girl would return home in a few 
hours they did not go to Waltham and 
were astounded to learn from the 
Sunday newspapers of the serious na- 
ture of her injury. They then rushed 
to the Waltham Hospital. The girl 
was transferred on Tuesday to the 
Newton Hospital.

LIEUT. “SAM" MOORE NOW 
SHOOTING WITH MARINES 


The season's college graduates num- 
ber among them Luther Sumuel 
Moore, usually known as “Sam,” who 
graduated from the U. S. Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis, Murylund, on June 
4th. He will be remembered for hav- 
ing set the world’s record for 3000 
consecutive bulls-eyes’ in 1925 with a 
22 ritle at a range of 50 feet. He 
coached two summer camp teams. 
Camp Frank A. Day and Camp Mash- 
uee, in rifle shooting, winning the na- 
tional championship, at each one of 
them. In the fall of 1926 he went to 
Cornell University. In June 1927 he 
entered the U. S. Naval Academy and 
continued to shoot during his course, 
being Captain of the Rifle team In his 
First Class (Senior) year. 

In his Fourth Class (Freshman) 
year his team won the National Rifle 
championship. The Navy team won 
the National Intercollegiate gallery 
championship in both his second and 
first class yeaiH and he won seven na- 
tional individual championships. The 
team won the International champion- 
ship this year by defeating Cambridge 
University of Englund by a score of 
992 to 954. His individual record was 
198 out of a possible 200. This was 
the first international intercollegiate 
match. 

He also shot on the service rille 
teams which have continuously held 
the nntlonul intercollegiate champion- 
ships. 

He was awarded the Navy “N” for 
his work with the rifle in his Third. 
Second and First class years. 

To date he lias coached eleven 
teams, all of which have won national 
or international titles. 

He was on the stafT of the Log, the 
academy weekly, and also on the 
academy Annuul, called the “Lucky 
Bug." 

Scholastically he kept up Ills end, 
In spite of many outside interests, 
graduating lu the first third of ills 
class. 

Ou graduation he was commis- 
sioned a Second Lleutenunt In the 
Murine Corps and ut present is shoot- 
ing with the Murine Hide Team at 
Wukcflcld, Muss.

MORE DIVORCES, FEWER MAR- 
RIAGES IN MASSACHUSETTS 


The report of the United States De- 
partment of Commerce issued this 
week by tile Census Bureau shows 
that during 1930, 27.431 marriages 
were performed in Massachusetts as 
compared with 30,568 in 1929; a de- 
crease of 10.3%. During 1930 3691 
divorces were granted in Massachu- 
setts as compared with 3552 in 1929; 
an increase of 3.9%. 

The estimated population of Massa- 
chusetts on July 1, 1930, was 4,259,- 
000: tlie estimated population on July 
1, 1929. was 4,220,547. Oil the basis 
of these estimates, the number of 
marriages per 1000 of population in 
1930 was 6.4 us against 7.2 in 1929. 
The number of divorces per 1000 of 
population was 0.87 In 1930 us com- 
pared with 0.84 in 1929. In 1930 59 
marriages wore annulled; in 1929, 62.

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Aldermen Grant Permit For Filling 

Station on Volpe- Allison Site 

Lengthy Discussion By Members Before Vote Is Taken And 
Motion Passed 


A matter which has, perhaps, 
caused more divided opinions amonR 
the people of Newton Centre than any 
other question in recent years was 
settled by the Newton Board of Al- 
dermen at its meeting on July 6th 
when by a vote of 14 to C the peti- 
tion for a permit to establish a gaso- 
line filling station at the corner of 
Centre and Willow streets was grant- 
ed. This petition was received from 
Louis A. Volpe of 11 Willow street 
and Josepli A. Allison of 1150 Centre 
street, Newton Centre on February 
14 of this year; it was referred to 
the Board of Aldermen at the meet- 
ing on February 16, and a public hear- 
ing was held on this petition on March 
2. Mr. Volpe was the active peti- 
tioner; Mr. Allison’s participation be- 
ing quiescent. 

In 1916 Mr. Volpe purchased the old 
dwelling house at 11 Willow street 
for a residence. In 1922 when this 
city was zoned. Mr. Volpe's property 
and that of Mr. Allison adjoining at 
1150 Centre street were placed in a 
business zone. These two small par- 
cels of land were so zoned nssumedly 
because they were in proximity to 
tlie fire department quarters housing 
Engine 3 and the South Side stable 
of the Street Department. Several 
years ago the city erected new build- 
ings to provide for the Street Depart- 
ment unit on Eliot street, Newton 
Highlands and the old stable and 
sheds on Willow street were razed. 
In 1928 the new building for the Fire 
Alarm Headquarters was erected on 
Centre street just south of Willow 
street and the surrounding land at- 
tractively graded. 

On July 23, 1928, several months 
prior to the start of the work on this 
new building, Chief ltnndlett of the 
Fire Department petitioned the Board 
of Aldermen to have the two small 
parcels of land owned by Volpe and 
Allison changed from business zone 
to private residence zone. This peti- 
tion was referred to the Claims and 
Rules Committee and a short hearing 
was held on it on August 15, 1928, hut 
no action was taken by the Committee. 
Tlie matter was carried over to- 1929 
when another public hearing was held 
on February 20th of that year. 

At tills hearing Chief Ramllett said 
that to allow a business block or gas- 
oline station on tlie Volpe and Allison 
properties would endanger the new 
lire alarm headquarters and detract 
from tlie appearance of i lie surround- 
ing territory, which is nearly all 
owned by the city am* "*"""'lv park- 
like in aspect. Mr. Volpe appeared to 
object. He stated that ho had en- 
dured tlie proximity of the city stable 
for many years and predicted that tlie 
growtii of Newton Centre would ne- 
cessitate more stores in the near fu- 
ture. He suggested that if tlie city 
would give him a small parcel of 
land, large enough to enable him to 
erect a garage, he would not oppose 
the zoning change. Acting on this 
suggestion of Mr. Volpe the members 
of the Claims and Rules Committee 
subsequently visited Mr. Volpe's prop- 
erty, but no agreement was reached 
regarding the ceding of the small par- 
cel of land to him. 

Another public hearing on Chief 
Randlett’s petition was held at City 
Hall on the night of November 5, 
1930. This heuring was attended by 
a considerable number of Newton 
Centre residents. Charles W. Bond 
of Gibbs street, representing tlie First 
Church, favored tlie petition. So did 
John C. DeMille, representing Trin- 
ity Church; G. Horace Williams and 
Fred P. Haggard, representing tlie 
Baptist Missionary Home at 1136 Cen- 
tre street, and Chief ltnndlett also fa- 
vored the petition. Janies P. Gal- 
lagher, appearing as attorney for Mr. 
Volpe, argued that the nearby tire 
house with its clanging gongs is any- 
thing but park like. He asserted that 
no move had been made to change tlie 
zone until it had been learned that 
Volpe had been made a good offer for 
his property for business purposes, 
and that to change tlie zone would lie 
an invasion on t lie property rights of 


Volpe and Allison. Mr. Gallagher read 
a petition signed by ninny prominent 
residents of Newton Centre who op- 
posed the change of zone. Dr. E. A. 
Andrews opposed the zoning change. 
He told of having assisted Volpe in 
acquiring the property and advising 
him to make expensive improvements 
on It. Dr. Andrews asserted that he 
had been active in making Newton 
Centre a better place in which to live 
and that lie was anxious not to see 
the corner at Willow and Centre 
streets converted to a business area, 
hut if the city wanted the land, it 
should pay for it at its real value and 
not change the zone just to force the 
owners to accept lower payments. 

Prior to the regular meeting of the 
Aldermen on November 17, 1930, the 
Claims and Rules Committee met and 
voted to grant leave to withdraw on 
the petition of Chief Randlett for the 
change of zone. Alderman Grebcn- 
stein, ns chairman of the committee 
informed the Board of the commit- 
tee's action on this matter. Alderman 
Powers (a member of tlie committee) 
suggested that because of the unusual 
interest which had been manifested 
in this matter by the people of New- 
ton Centre, an explanation should be 
made concerning the recommendation 
of the Claims and Rules Committee. 
Alderman Grebenstein replied that he 
did not deem it necessary to make 
any detailed explanation. 

President Collins of the Aldermen 
asked Powers if ho desired to say 
anything further on the matter and 
the Ward 1 alderman replied in tlie 
negative, saying that inasmuch as 
the Chairman of the Committee did 
not desire to go into details, it would 
not be ethical for him to do so. Al- 
derman Pratt stated that he believed 
an explanation of tlie committee's ac- 
tion should be made for the benefit 
of tlie members of the several 
churches in Newton Centre who want- 
ed tlie zoning change made. Alder- 
man Grebenstein replied that the com- 
mittee believed there was no real 
need for making the change, to do 
so would he unfair to Volpe and Alli- 
son, and that the Mayor approved of 
the committee’s adverse action. The 
Board voted to accept the committee's 
report. 

On March 2nd of this year a public 
hearing was held on the petition of 
Volpe and Allison for a permit to es- 
tablish a filling station on their prop- 
erties. A large number of Newton 
Centre residents appeared at the hear- 
ing and considerable feeling was evi- 
denced. Those who appeared to favor 
the petition included Janies P. Gal- 
lagher, attorney; Mrs. Margaret L. 
Speare, A. Leslie Harwood, Jr., and 
former Alderman George W. Pratt, 
who suggested that the citizens of 
Newton Centre raise a * substantial 
sum to help the city purchase the 
properties in question for a park. 
Those who appeared to oppose the 
petition included Charles W. Bond, 
Fred I’. Haggard, Herbert .1. Kelleway, 
Joseph F. Lockett, Clarence Walworth 
and Carl Eldredge representing the 
Samuel F. Smith estate. Rev. Edward 
T. Sullivan, rector of Trinity Church 
was present to manifest his opposition 
and a letter written by him was read 
by Herman Holt. Jr. A letter signed 
by Dr. Edward A. Andrews favoring 
tlie petition was also read. 

At the meeting of the Aldermen on 
July 6th the Licenses Committee by a 
vote of 4 to 3 recommended that the 
petition for the granting of the filling 
station permit he refused. Tlie mem- 
bers of tlie committee voting in the 
majority had been Hawkins, chair- 
man; Smith, Temperley and Wood- 
cock. The members constituting the 
minority were — Hewlett, Holden and 
Prior. When the report of the com- 
mittee was presented to the Board 
for action, a larger number of mem- 
bers took part in the discussion than 
on any matter which has come up in 
the past three years. A detailed re- 
port of those participating in the dis- 
cussion, and their remarks follows:

ALDERMEN APPROVE 
FILLING STATION 

(Cont.nued from Page 1) 

port in this case. We have considered 
the matter some time, and it does not 
seem necessary to have any lengthy 
remarks. Willow Street Is a narrow 
street, and if we should ever have to 
widen the street, it would seem too 
had to have that gas station there. 
This is a valuable concession, and Is 
surrounded by park land." 

ALDERMAN SMITH: "You will 
recall the hearing held by the Commit- 
tee on Claims and Rules, on the rec- 
ommendation of the Fire Chief that 
tills land be changed from the Busi- 
ness to the Residential Zone. This 
petition was given leave to withdraw. 
The Committee snid that the only rea- 
son that they wanted to leave this 
land in the Business Zone was be- 
cause they did not want to jeopardize 
the owners’ interests. 

“At that time, they also snid that 
there was no gasoline station in mind, 
hut it was felt that it was in the 
wind, and it was left in the Business 
Zone with the understanding that 
there would never he a gasoline stb- 
tiotl erected there. Now I hope that 
the Committee will live up to its 
moral obligation, which was Incurred 
when they left that land in the Busi- 
ness Zone with this understanding. 

"You have really had two hearings 
on this matter, one zoning hearing, 
and then the henrlug on the gasoline 
station Itself. The only thing that 
seems to worry the members of the 
Board is. that if the gasoline station 
falls through, a block of stores might 
he built there. I do not think that 
would ever happen. 

"1 have talked with many people 
on this petition, and you have all 
heard a man. a member of the Plan- 
ning Board, whose business is land- 
scape architecture, who proclaimed Ills 
views against the proposed gas sta- 
tion. The whole amount of it is. a 
mistake was made back in 1922 to 
leave this land in the Business Zone. 
If these things crop up now, and we 
have to admit they are wrong, why 
should we usk the owners of that 
property to stand for any abuse which 
might come, therefore. I feel Hint Hie 
City should pay any hill. I do not 
think any arguments regarding finan- 
cial remuneration should enter into 
the question. I do not think that 
either one of the owners bought his 
place for anything but a home, and 
lie has been developing it as such." 

ALDERMAN HARTE: "I have 
spent much time on the question of 
tliis filling station. I have spent two 
whole evenings in discussion, and 
have spent evenings interviewing 
property owners in that vicinity. 

“There are several salient points 
which I think should lie brought out. 
It seems very likely that if this filling 
station is not granted, that stores will 
lie built on this location. Mr. Eisen- 
berg is a store developer in Boston, 
and I am told on good authority that 
it is It Ik intention to buy tliis prop- 
erty and develop it for stores. 1 have 
yet failed to hear of one person who 
preferred stores to a gasoline station. 

"Tlie City will benefit somewhat if 
tliis filling station permit is granted. 
Mr. Volpe will give 10 feet on the 
Willow Street side, and 12 feet on tlie 
Centre Street side, toward widening 
the street. I do not think yon can 
say that tlie looks of the gasoline sta- 
tion will not improve the place. Tlie 
houses there now are 'off centre.’ Tlie 
amount of tlie lot which would he cov- 
ered by tlie filling station is only a 
small portion compared to tlie part 
of the land covered by tlie two houses. 

“It lias been said that tlie Stand- 
ard Oil Co. is interested in this gas 
station. If this permit is granted, 
it will lie sold to a real estate agency 
who deals with the leading oil com- 
panies. 

"Mr. Smith says that the Claims 
and Rules Committee had an agree- 
ment that the zone would he left as 
'Business' with the understanding that 
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ALDERMAN HOW LETT: “If the 
saving of tlie City $30,000.00 is of nc 
consequence, O.K., but just the same 
(Ills would lie saving the City $30,- 
000.00 and I hope the petition is 
granted.” 

ALDERMAN PRIOR: "Being a 
member of the Claims and Rules Com 
mittee. I wish to say that I do not 
recall any such agreement, such as 
was brought out by tlie Alderman 
from Ward 4. Alderman Harte ex- 
presses my views exactly." 

ALDERMAN BAIL: “We liavo 
three propositions before us: tlie fill- 
ing station, to have the City spend 
$28,000.00 to acquire tliis land, or to 
grunt a building permit for stores. 

"In regard lo the City spending $28,- 
ooo.oo for tliis land, I do not think 
we ought to do it, and I think we 
would he highly eondemned if we 
did do it. If that stretch of land 
was all open, that might he a different 
story, hut the Fire Dept. Signul Sys- 
tem Headquarters and the wooden En- 
gine House building are both there. 
A good-looking gas station would hide 
llial old Engine lloiiHe, and I think 
it would he a good idea if this peti- 
tion was granted, even if it means 
going uguinst tlie report of tlie Fran- 
chises and Licenses Committee," 

ALDERMAN GALLAGHER: "The 
corner will he rounded almost to my 
entire satisfaction. I mude u personal 
inspect loti of that corner, und thought 
that 28 feet wus coining off that cor- 
ner. Il turns out that it lius dwin- 
dled down to twenty-two iiet, which I 
think is u pretty good compromise. 
However, If there ure going to lie 
Stores there, which will impede the 
view there, I certainly think a guso- 
linu station would be preferable to 
stores." 


ALDERMAN GREBENSTEIN : 
"Tlie Alderman from Ward I spoke of 
mi agreement which was made in tlie 
Claims and Rules Committee, (Imt u 
gasoline station would not lie granted 
there. I do not recall any such agree- 
ment, although both t Do gasoline sta- 
tlon and stores were under discus 
slon. It was thought by most mem 
hers to he quite unfair to change tills 
land to the Residential District, after 
having it in tlie Business Zone." 

ALDERMAN SMITH: “The peti- 
tioners bought tills land prior to 1922. 
I would like to ask Hie Alderman from 
Ward G. why they did not stand up 
for tlie petition for changing tlie zone 
to residential. If they were afraid Hie 
gasoline station or stores were going 
to lie granted? 

"I have reiterated my views, und 1 
have heard our Chairman speak, lie 
says It was discussed. Some of tlie 
members cannot even remember that 
it was discussed. Our Chairman also 
tells you that il was talked about for 
stores there. If tlie representative 
of that ward did not want stores there, 
Why didn't lie say so at tlie time? 
That was tlie time for him to speak 
up. 

"1 do not see why the City should 
become a party to the dickering in 
land. If Hie land lmd been bought 
after the Zoning Ordinance, for tliut 
particular purpose, that might lie dif- 
ferent. I do say that tlie City or Its 
unpaid representatives make errors 
sometimes.” 

ALDERMAN GREBENSTEIN: 
"I would like to recall to tlie Alder- 
man from Ward Four that where one 
of tlie Planning Board objects, it 
would not he likely to he granted." 

ALDERMAN WOODCOCK: "In my 
experience witli the Franchises and 
Licenses Committee, where there has 
been even one objection to a gas sta- 
tion, that petition lias been recom- 
mended to tie turned down. Now here 
Is a petition where tlie proportion of 
objectors is ns great us those in favor. 

"The question of stores should not 
enter into this at all. This business 
of stores may lie a Iduff. However, 
I do not t Bin k we can ignore the peo- 
ple who came down here to that hear- 
ing and objected to that petition. We 
have pride in our City und have done 
a fairly good job in giving out per- 
mits for filling stations, hut there are 
times to call a halt, and tills is one 
of tlie times." 

ALDERMAN HOLDEN: "I voted 
in favor of the tilling station. Tlie 
previous speaker mentions tlie num- 
ber of objectors to tills tilling station. 

I iliink tlie whole question should lie 
taken into consideration. I do not 
think there is one of those people who 
signed this petition of objection who 
would want to see stores there. 

"I have looked Into tliis matter of 
stores, and find that Mr. Elsenberg 
lias built blocks in Roslindale, Chel- 
sea, and other cities, and a 150-car 
garage on Cameron Street, North 
Cambridge.. H does not seem to me 
that a man of his reputation and ex- 
perience would spend $150.00 to I 
$200.00 to get up a set of plans, if lie I 
is not going to go through, and in 
this instance, 1 think lie would go | 
through.” 

ALDERMAN HARTE: "I would 
like to tell you of my conversation 
with Dr. Sullivan. I asked him if he 
would say whether lie preferred stores, 
or a gasoline station, there. He said 
that lie could not give me a definite 
answer then and there, Imt would like 
to think It over. Tlie next morning lie 
called me up and said that he pre- 
ferred a filling station on the Volpe- 
Allison land to any other type of busi- 
ness.” 

ALDERMAN TEMPERLEY: "The 
late Alderman Worth liud tills matter 
at heart, and I think if he were witli 
us tonight, we would not lie having 
tliis discussion. I have always felt 
that the owners of Ibis land should 
he compensated. I should be inter- 
ested in knowing, in regard to tlie de- 
velopment of this particular property, 
how much more taxes can lie derived 
from a gasoline Htution than from 
stores. 

"To hear you people talk, you would 
iliink tliut a block ol' stores was in 
tlie same category with a dog-house 
or a hen-coop. That does not speak 
very well for our building laws. A 
fine business block cun he built. We 
have business blocks in our City which 
are an ornament, us well as being use- 
ful. 

“We had an agreement, what you 
might call a gentlemen's agreement, 
lo tlie matter of $40,000.00 a year or 
so ago, and I am willing to stand by 
my vote. I think we will agree that 
tlie greater act of the City justified 
our agreement, and I iliink tliut tlie 
City will benefit by tlie action of tlie 
Board, although we spend a great 
deal of money to bring about tliis 
condition by this action. 

"I think we have too many filling 
stations in Newton. I will not vote 
for tliis one, for one reason, because 
it is going to ltave three drive-wuys. 

1 think you will get more tuxes from 
a block of stores than from a filling 
station. 

“I iliink tliut whatever the action 
of tlie Board may be, as was stated at 
tlie hearing, that by tlie taking by 
Hie City of that property and adding 
it to tlie present Fire Station lami, 
you will lie just doing the one tiling 
that Is needed to make tliut pluee 
attractive as a park. It is true that 
if stores are built in tliut loeulity, that 
tlie street will have to bo widened, 
and tlie City will liavo to buy some 
land. On tlie Centre Street side there 
is considerable grade coming down 
from tlie square. If this man comes 
into Newton Centre and builds tlie 
right kind of stores, tilings would be 
all right. 

"I am not sure whether all this store 
(ulk is a bluff or a fuel, hut I do 
Iliink tliut a man coining into New- 
ton Centre now und building stores 
is taking a chance, during tliis period 
of depression, us some of tlie stores 
which are now there are empty. 

"At a large mujority vote of tlie 
Newton Centre Improvement Associ- 
ation, It went on record as being in 
favor of the City buying that land, 
and even appropriated $480.00 from 
Its own treasury toward tlie purchase 
of the land, uud appointed u commit- 
tee to solicit subscript ions. 

"Referring to the voto of Hie Board 
of Aldermen spending all tliut money, 
if they spent money for one public 
improvement, why not for another?" 

ALDERMAN I’llATT: "The Muyor 
I old me tliut lie would hutu to see 
either a gasoline station or stores go 
up there. Hu said Dial If conditions 


| improved, lie would recommend n bond 
I issue, so Hint the land might bo token. 
I lint llial at (lie present lime, lie did 
not sec a way clear to do Hits; neither 
does the Board feel like appropriating 
tlie money lo spend, toward purchas- 
ing tills land.” 

ALDERMAN GALLAGHER: "On 
Hie evening of tlie hearing, I sat 
here and watched Hie Rev. Dr. Sulll- 
vuii, and although he did not speak, 
lie virtually conducted tlie opposition. 
When I heard tliut Dr. Sullivan lmd 
said that he would rather see a gaso- 
line station than stores, I came here 
to represent Dr. Sullivan. I will tell 
Hie Alderman from Ward Five, that 
tlie Improvement Association, tlie 
(’resident, and the oilier otficlais of 
tlie Improvement Association, said, 
right here in tills room, that they 
were in favor of tlie filling station. 
They wanted Hie town to take tlie 
land, first, hut the Board of Aldermen 
cannot see its way clear lo spend tlie 
money, and I think you ought to give 
them tlie least offensive tiling." 

ALDERMAN TEMI’ERLEY: “It Is 
on record here tliut Die Newton Cen- 
tre Improvement Association, through 
Its Secretary or President, 'have ap- 
peared here in favor of gasoline sta- 
tions, imt in tills particular case, they 
voted to adopt a policy of ‘Hands 
Off.' " 

ALDERMAN I’RATT: "I want to 
verify what the Alderman from Ward 
Five lias said. I am Vice-President 
of tlie Association. Dr. Andrews ’wrote 
ills letter as a private citizen, and 
not as President of I lie Association." 

ALDERMAN SMITH: "I think that 
the argument of Hie Newton Centre 
citizens is well taken, that they should 
not spend their money to beautify tills 
land, much as they would like to 
spend their money. A man I know 
was approached and asked to contrib- 
ute some money toward tliis. and lie 
said he did not wish to, as lie did not 
want to give tlie property owners a 
false valuation on t Bel r property.” 

PRESIDENT COLLINS announced 
Hint tlie question came upon accept- 
ing tlie majority report of tlie Com- 
mittee on Franchises and Licenses. 
Aldermen Hawkins, Pratt. Powers, 
Smith, Temperley, and Woodcock 
voted in favor of accepting tlie re- 
port, the other fourteen Aldermen 
voting nay. 

Alderman Harte moved that Hie per- 
mit lie granted. Alderman Holden 
said that the original plans had been 
revised, whereupon Alderman Harte 
amended His motion. Hiat the permit 
might be granted in accordance witli 
tlie revised plans. 

Alder m a n Temperley said he 
thought tlie plans ought to go back to 
tlie Committee, so tliut the Commit- 
tee might check up, because there 
might be some technicalities. 

After a short recess, during which 
time the Committee on Franchises 
and Licenses considered the plans, 
with tlie approval of the President of 
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M otoring was al- 
most becoming com- 
monplace. 

Some men were saying:

the Board, (lie Board reconvened ail’d 
Alderman Marie spoke as follows: 

"I move Hint tlie filling station lie 
granted, with t Bo following condi- 
tions: In accordance with the plans 

filed February l-lth. revised ns of 
July Gtli: that a toil-foot taking he 
effected on Willow Street, that two 
drive-ways instead of three be con- 
structed: that the pumps lie relocated 
in accordance with Hie change in 
drive-ways; that Hie llglits be shaded 
and the yard constructed with grano- 
lithic pavement." 

Alderman Holden seconded the nus 
lion. 

Alderman Gallagher called attention 
to the fact that there was also to he 
a widening on Centre Street, which 
Alderman Harte had omitted from his 
motion. 

ALDERMAN PRATT. "I would 
like to inquire, if tills is let out to 
Tlie Shell Company, If they will grant 
a red and yellow station permit.” 

Alderman Holden said that he be- 
lieved that tlie plans now on file were 
for a Standard Oil Company, of Co- 
lonial design, gasoline station. 

The Permit was granted in accord- 
ance witli tlie motion of Alderman 
Harte; twelve feet of land on Centre 
Street nnd ten feet on Willow Street, 
to he released to the City for street 
widening, in form of deed satisfac- 
tory to tlie City Solicitor.

With the filing of the report of the master in the matter 
of bill board regulation and the fact that the whole subject 
will be considered by a recess committee of the Legislature, 
of which Senator Hollis of this city is the chairman, we 
trust that something will be done to curb this form of adver- 
tising. The fight against bill boards has been a long one. 
The first victory was in 1918 before the Constitutional Con- 
vention. Next came in 1920 legislation giving the Public 
Works department supervision over billboards. In 1924 there 
was legislation giving local authority to restrict billboards. 
In 1925 the billboard interests went into court with the hope 
of making the legislation unconstitutional and the whole mat- 
ter has been in court since that time. 


The restraint of dogs in this city is far from what it should 
be. From our observation of the matter it would seem as 
if only fifty percent of the owners of dogs comply with 
the order of the aldermen. 


The new regulations regarding automobile traffic and 
control are now in effect. Be sure you comply with them.

A plea to remove all “For Sale” 
signs from Newton real estate was 
made Wednesday by James W. Gib- 
son of 555 Commonwealth avenue nt 
the weekly noon-day meeting of the 
Newton Board of the Boston Real Es- 
tate Exchange at the Vernon Court 
Hotel. 

Discussion of Mr. Gibson's proposal 
by the assembled brokers resulted iu 
the appointment of a special commit- 
tee consisting of Mahlon W. Hill, 
Thomas H. Burns and James W. Gib- 
son to make a study of the real es- 
tate sign situation iu Newton and to 
report at the next meeting of the 
Newton Board on July 22nd. 

Most of the brokers present ad- 
vocated the removal of signs, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Gibson, with a view to 
stimulating greater interest in New- 
ton real estate and the heightening 
of reul estate values. The presence 
of too many For Sale signs in New- 
ton, it was argued, created a wrong 
impression in the minds of home- 
buyers and led to depression of prop- 
erty values. 

By removing all For Sale signs for 
six months, it was argued, the sale 
of homes would bo stimulated, own- 
ers would be enabled to obtain better 
prices for their holdings, and brokers 
would receive more direct calls for 
houses from interested customers.

Scarcity of women cannot be given 
as tlio reason for so many bachelors 
in tills city. According to ligures 
Issued this week by the Assessors of 
Newton, the number of men in the 
Newtons ns listed on the April 1st 
assessed polls' lists was 18,802. The 
number of women listed by t lie asses 
sors on April 1st was 23.846. This 
would Indicate that there are over 
5000 more women than men In the 
Newtons.

This will give- 
good access to the points on the South 
Shore, without winding in and about 
of streets in a maze of indirection, 
when completed. It will relieve Ham- 
mond street, one of our oldest and 
most beautiful thoroughfares, and will 
save the city from spending vast sums 
for the widening of Hammond street 
in a costly construction that seemed 
almost compulsory on account of the 
growing tratllc. 

There is, however, one "Flv hi the 
Ointment” in that the parkway does 
not continue to the through connec- 
tion of Commonwealth avenue. There 
is but a short distance of 1600 lineal 
feet for this connection from Beacon 
street to Commonwealth avenue over 
Hobart road. With this extension as- 
sured and completed a great benefit 
would accrue to both the general public 
and also the village of Newton Centre. 

As now planned traffic ending at 
Beacon street will turn west on Bea- 
con street and gradually find its way 
to the west and other points through 
the point of contact at Newton Centre 
Square, whereas by carrying the line 
through to Commonwealth avenue the 
tratllc will have a wide open double 
barreled highway to proceed over in 
both directions, the southerly side 
being for tratllc both ways and the 
northerly Hide being for tratllc to the 
west. 

With a STOP and GO sign at the 
junction of Hobart and Commonwealth 
avenue the control would he quite 
complete as it is a square angled prop- 
osition and easier controlled than tho 
five corners at the junction of Beacon 
street and Langley road or the live 
corners at Beacon street and Centre 
street. 

The public of Newton, tho City Gov- 
ernment, and the residents of New- 
ton Centre should become immediately 
Interested to see that the short ex- 
tension is carried to Commonwealth 
avenue, i hope concerted action will 
be taken by all to accomplish tills pur- 
pose of public benefit.

The Moratorium Is Here. 

Another Planet. 

Roses and Turnips. 

Stalin Works, and Learns. 

The moratorium, such as it is, be- 
comes part of history, and payment of 
war debts, to us, perhaps a part of past 
history. 

President Hoover sent abroad a 
business man, Andrew Mellon, anil, at 
least, there was some action. 

The arrangement is not exactly what 
this country suggested. Germany must 
pay tho money that France doesn't 
get, during tho moratorium year, into 
the Bank for International Settle- 
ments, to he paid to France later. The 
•Bank may, meanwhile, lend the money 
ou German railroad bonds. But 
France must get it, with Interest. 

It Is as though Jones owed you a 
hundred dollars, asked a year's respite, 
and you said; "All right, you need not 
pay me the hundred dollars until a 
year from now. But meanwhile you 
must pay It to John D. Rockefeller, let 
him lend it to you, and guarantee me 
that I’ll get it back at the end of a 
year.” 

When the moratorium news came. 
Wail Street, so anxious to be happy, 
decided that it was a little millennium, 
and put up prices. Then, as sometimes 
happens, Wall Street began to think, 
and prices wont down, “Big Steel” 
selling 72,000 shares, and going from 
101% to 98 at the close. 

The Paris Stock Exchange was 
buoyant, and remained buoyant. The 
French had what they wanted. They 
are an efficient people. 

The United States, by what Presi- 
dent Hlndenburg calls “a magnani- 
mous gesture” gives up some hundreds 
of millions of revenue, getting in ex- 
change the satisfaction of helping the 
world in its difficulties. 

The moratorium will mean probably 
increased Federal taxes. But in- 
creased taxation can, doubtless, he 
postponed until 1933 and by that time 
the galled-jaile taxpayer may be feel- 
ing better. 

When the agreement had been 
reached In Paris, following rejection 
by France of three other plans, accord- 
ing to Paris newspapers, there was a 
drinking of toasts in the Paris Council 
Chamber. Excellent champagne was 
provided, and. out of respect for 
United Stales id. as. a large pitcher of 
orangeade. 

Prohibitionists will regret to learn 
from reports that, after all the toasts 
had been drunk, ail of the orangeade 
was still in the pitcher. 

Japanese sci mists at tlie Kyoto 
Astronomical Observatory have added 
another to our family of planets, cir- 
cling round tlie sun, and going with it 
through space, Heaven knows where. 

The new planet is no dwarf, for its 
diameter is 3.000 miles greater than 
that of the earth. It was discovered 
to tlie south of the "Snake Charmer" 
constellation, about one hundred mil- 
lion miles from the earth. 

THis planet is another monument to 
the great Newton. It flies around the 
sun In its orbit, held in space by mys- 
terious gravitation, in accordance with 
Newton's formula. 

And there is something, call it “im- 
ponderable ether,” or what you like, 
between the sun and the planets. No 
force could act through a vacuum. 

Miss Camilla Kelly, of Memphis, 
Tenn., officially known as “Judge 
Camilla,” in a sound speech says that 
In women misbehavior is "just a little 
worse than in men." 

Judge Camilla says God holds 
women to a higher degree of respon- 
sibility, because they are mothers of 
tho race. Men. she thinks, "have been 
a little deceived by their superiority 
complex." 

Misbehavior in women is ns shock- 
ing as tho si :lit of a rose floating in 
a sewer. If it wars a turnip nr a potato 
it would not he so had. 

Women aro the roses, men the tur- 
nips, and women ought to remember 
it. But they don't when they drink 
cocktails, dress indecently, cultivate 
the use of profanity, tlrag jewels that 
foolish husbands give them through 
speakeasies, where gangsters nro 
quietly taking notes.

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The Vienna Convention Of Rotary 
International Reported By Delegate 

Interesting Report Is Made to The Newton Rotary Club By 
Dr. Fred M. Lowe 


At the weekly luncheon of the New- 
ton Rotary Club, held as usual on 
Monday at the Woodland Golf Club, 
Hr. Fred M. Lowe, who was the ofll- 
elal delegate to the recelit annual con- 
vention of Rotary International at Vi- 
enna, made the following report: 

After a journey of over ton thousand 
miles I am going to try to give you a 
report of my stewardship. I don’t 
fear a failure of giving you tho facts 
but 1 do fenr my Inability to transfuse 
Into you men tho tremendous impor- 
tance of this convention — Its thrills, 
its cheerfulness and happiness and the 
general settled agreement In tho 
minds of tho delegates that Rotary 
lias come into itsTnvn — that Its 6th 
object is veritably the stepping stone 
to world wide peace. 

On our ocean trip over of eight days 
we were Instructed as to what was 
to be expected of us In the Congress. 
Am sorry that the games, songs, 
strange and funny things which hap- 
pened, also the reception of my straw 
hat — the only one In London — must 
have no part in this report. 

Paul King, lawyer of Detroit, skil- 
fully discussed tho 2G resolutions call- 
ing for chnnging the usual handling 
of Rotary International. He did not 
instruct — simply explained and sug- 
gested. The speech of Charlie Smith, 
President of Roanoke College, Virgin- 
ia, on the "Spirit of Rotary" was to 
my judgment n masterful effort. Ho 
said in brief “Those are the days when 
Rotary is put to the test. Tho war 
did not and could not kill it. Europe 
has been hit harder than we have. Wo 
can liquidate but Europe cannot. Let 
us go forward as true Rotarians — free 
from fault finding and holding forth 
friendliness and love thereby cement- 
ing in lasting peace all nations of the 
earth." 

Monday, June 22nd, after three 
hard days of train travel, stopping 
only at night at Paris, Zurich, and 
Munich, we got down to busines in 
the largo convention hall of the Con- 
cert House. The entire forenoon was 
spent in registration, presenting cre- 
dentials and getting voting delegates 
badges without which you could take 
no part in the convention’s delibera- 
tions. 

The afternoon was spent in discuss- 
ing proposed legislation. 

Tuesday, June 23rd, meeting called 
to order by Sidney Pascall, Chairman 
of tlie Convention Committee, after^u 
grand musical opening by the organ 
and four trumpeters. 

Addresses of welcome — First came 
the President of the Vienna Rotary 
Club — A Pleasant Offering given in 
four languages. Next tile Mayor of 
Vienna welcomed all Rotarians — then 
the Chancellor of Austria and lastly 
the President of the Austrian Repub- 
lic, William (Wilhelm) Miklas, whose 
speech was received with much ap- 
plause with every Rotarian on his 
feet. Among other things he said that 
personal contact is the way to bring 
forth the real issues at liom} — thereby 
bringing out friendliness, truth and 
love of man for man. 


President Almon then made a very 
happy response to those words of 
wercome. Then came the introduction 
to tho delegates of all past presidents, 
governors and heads of committees. 
Now came President Roth’s address. 
Here are a few high spots — "At tho 
first convention of 1912 tho member- 
ship of Rotary numbered but 5000 with 
50 clubs in Canada and the United 
States. Only 59S attended this meet- 
ing. Today 157,000 is the member- 
ship. In 3,400 clubs distributed 
through G7 countries — all in 19 years. 
In spite of the depression we gained 
this year 3000 members and increased 
the number of clubs. Today Rotary 
is growing faster outside of the North 
American Continent than inside. 
Eighty new clubs with a membership 
of 1991 outside and 35 clubs with a 
membership of G8G inside. To tho 
speaker’s mind these figures are of 
the greatest significance. Attendance 
In some districts — 94%. In all clubs 
on the North American Continent 
S5.54%. Total registration at this 
convention 4,285. There has never 
been a time of more friendly and co- 
operating relations between Rotary In- 
ternational and R. I. II. I. Twelve 
new countries have taken on Rotary 
the past year, so that today there is 
a great need of internationalizing tho 
personnel of the board of directors. 

Someone has said that Rotary’s suc- 
cess lies in the promotion of Interna- 
tional understanding through a World 
fellowship of business and profession- 
al men. Speakers from Hungary, 
England, Italy and Canada— men of 
large affairs — some of them members 
of the League of Nations then read 
papers on Community, Vocational, 
Club and International Service. The 
speech of Lord Cecil of London on 
Disarmament held the closest atten- 
tion of our tremendous audience. As 
you no doubt have read it in Ameri- 
ca’s papers I will only quote a few 
opening lines of his great pnper. “Ro- 
tary movement is one of the remark- 
able things of the present day. The 
striking thing about it is Rotary does 
not aim at direct material benefit to 
its members. It may be characterized 
as a cultivation of friendliness. Ro- 
tary is becoming a great power in the 
World and has accordingly a great re- 
sponsibility.” 

“I ask you to use your great influ- 
ence to promote the success of Inter- 
national Disarmament at the Confer- 
ence in 1932.” 

Voting on resolutions — 2G in num- 
ber. Two added later. Only a few 
interest us. 

No. 1 — Requiring attendance at 
home club of 30% — after much dis- 
cussion was withdrawn. 

No. 4 — Raising the number of 12 
directors to 14. Adopted. 

No. 5 — To provide a Governor ad 
Interim. Adopted. 

No. 8 — To allow only Rotarians to 
wear the emblem. Withdrawn. 

No. 14 — To change the method of 
electing the president and 5 directors 
of Rotary from tho United States. 
Withdrawn.

Bids For New City Hall 
Indicate $800,000 Cost 

Interesting Figures Reeelved By 
Public Buildings Dept. 


Tlie bids for t/ie new city ball nnd 
war memorial building, as well as tlie 
bids for grndlng and landscaping the 
surrounding grounds were opened by 
Public Buildings Commissioner Chad- 
wick at City Hall last Wednesday. 
Keen competition marked the bids: 
several of tlie contractors submitting 
figures quite close, considering the 
size of the job. The bids show that 
the cost of the buildings, plus tho ex- 
tensive grading, and the furnishings 
for the new structures, will be within 
the estimate allowed by Mayor Weeks 
—$850,000. 

Tlie first bids opened wero for the 
grading and tlie landscape work. The 
bids and bidders were as follows — 
James Chesarono, Newton Upper 
Falls, $108,411; .1. B. Delaney & Son, 
Waltham, $108,950; Richard White, 
West Newton, $115,329; Janies Dris- 
coll & Son, Brookline. $119,750; Tonia- 
sello & Son, Boston, $123,900; T. Stu- 
art & Son, Watertown, $123,900; John 
McDonald Construction Co., Boston, 
$124,037; M. E. Hennessy, Brookline, 
$1G0,105. The three lower bidders 
have done considerable work for this 
city. Among the contracts performed 
by Chesarone were the construction 
of Wauwinet, Ellis and Colbert roads; 
Delaney resurfaced Washington street 
near the Newton Hospital and built 
the group of streets in the Falmouth 
road section; White recently con- 
structed the conduit at the new po- 
lice station site. 

On the bids for the construction of 
the City Hall and War Memorial tho 
Crane Construction Company of Bos- 
ton and C. S. Cunningham & Sons 
Company submitted figures almost 
identical. The Crane Company bid 
$327,000 on the City Hall and $107,000 
on the War Memorial; a total of $494,- 
000. C. S. Cunningham & Sons bid 
$335,700 on the City Hall and $158,400 
on tlie War Memorial; a total of $194,- 
100. C. H. Cunningham & Son of 
Boston bid $341,000 on the City Hall 
and $103,000 on tlie War Memorial; a 
total of $504,000.

ON “DUDE” RANCH 

1 can’t possibly tell you what a mar- 
velous plnco tills Is — big ranch build- 
ings in the center of a long level val- 
ley. with tlie Laramie Illv’er running 
by. Low snge-covered hills around 
and farther in ay. higher ones covered 
with pine nncl aspens, and above these 
to tlie south the snow-covered Medi- 
cine Bow mountains and to tlie north 
tlie snow-tipped Laramie Peaks — ovor 
a hundred miles away but always very 
clearly seen. It Is right in the centre 
of "The Virginian" country. Laramie 
and Tie Siding, mentioned in the 
novel, are very near. We are over 
8000 feet high and the little white 
clouds go scooting right over our 
bends. The air is wonderful, clear 
mountain ozone. 

Tills week end several people have 
been here, but until then I was the 
only guest ns it Is still early in the 
season. Tlie two cowboys are the 
most interesting things you have ever 
seen. Boh and Bill. I don’t believe 
they hnvo last names. Bill is kindly 
eyed and heavily burned, knows every- 
thing about the country, lias lived 
here winter and summer a long time. 
Boil is red haired — the lower part of 
his face is burned bright red — tlie 
forehead, shaded by the hat, white. 
I ride with them off to get steers that 
hnvo broken loose or to drive some 
horses front one pasture to another, 
or go off to one of tlie meadotvs where 
they are going to fix one of the Irri- 
gation ditches. I nnt on the Itorso all 
day. Tito English shepherd dog runs 
along with us chasing rabbits or 
gophers or ground squirrels. 

it is a great life riding all day as 
I do through the sagebrush and quak- 
ing aspen groves (quakes they call 
them) over trails used perhaps once 
a year by some cowboy hunting stray 
cattle, i can ride miles and miles and 
still be in sight of the house. Tlie 
Hills are actually deep purple, red, all 
shades of blue and green, and in 
either direction the snow-capped 
mountains.

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ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

Frequently ut meetings of the 
Board of Aldermen when hearings 
are held on petitions to improve and 
accept streets under the Betterment 
Act citizens will assort that the street 
they reside on "Is in the worst con- 
dition of nny street in the city.” Such 
positive individuals, as a rule, are lit- 
tle acquainted with the city, or they 
would refrain from making such a 
sweeping statement. Time after time 
we lmve heard persons assert their 
particular street to he the worst in 
the city when we knew of streets in 
far worse condition. Most unaccept- 
ed streets are In tough shape, and 
some, are in even tougher shape than 
others; impossible though this may 
seem to people residing on the "worst 
street In Newton.” 


The biggest project which this city 
has witnessed in 35 years is now well 
underway along Washington street at 
West Newton and Newtonville: the 
excavating for the Metropolitan water 
main and the laying of the big 60- 
inch pipe. Not since Washington 
street was widened and the Boston 
& Albany tracks depressed has any 
public work been done which approxi- 
mated the present job. Two contrac- 
tors arc engaged in the work in this 
city. Both are using similar equip- 
ment. The C. & R. Company at West 
Newton is excavating by means of 
a power-shovel, of a type new to this 
city. Instead of the familiar type 
which is pushed forward at the end of 
a long beam, this siiovel pulls the 
dirt into its maw. The first couple of 
days tlte shovel was operated at West 
Newton difficulties were encountered. 
The pull of the bucket us it grabbed 
the dirt ut the bottom -of the deep 
trench tipped the entire shovel down- 
wards and necessitated the placing 
of heavy counter-weights at the rear 
of the shovel. This shovel appears to 
dig more material than the older type. 

Both the C. & R. Company and 
Thomas .1. McCue who has the con- 
tract for tlie section from Newtonville 
to Newton are using motor-operated 
power cranes to lower the big sec- 
tions of pipe into the trench. Mr. 
McCue is also using the crane to op- 
erate a “clam-shell” shovel which is 
aiding him materially in excavating 
the trench. At West Newton gravel 
of excellent quality is being taken 
from underneath Washington street. 

It is interesting to contrust the meth- 
od used in digging the big trench for 
the water-main with that used a gen- 
eration ago when the sewer system 
was placed in this city. 

Instead of a couple of big power 
shovels and a fleet of 7-ton motor 
trucks, all operated by comparatively 
few men, when the sewers were laid 
in this city, hundreds of laborers, 
scores of horses and dozens of dump- 
carts were used. Old timers in New- 
ton will remember the mechanical de- 
vice which aided in digging out and 
filling in the trenches in the old days. 
A row of iron buckets, eacli about 
half the size of a barrel, were sus- 
pended by hooks from a steel cable 
which was supported by a portable 
wooden trestle placed above the 
trench. The motive power for the 
cable was furnished by a small steam 
engine located at one end of the 
trestle. Laborers in the trench, using 
picks and shovels, would fill the 
buckets with earth. The cable would 
ho lowered, the buckets attached, and 
then they would he elevated, to he 
huuled to the rear where the sewer 
pipe had been laid, and the trench 
to he filled. The familiar warning 
cry — "Look out below” — was con- 
stantly heard us the big iron buckets 
descended into the trench; hut de- 
spite this cautioning signal it was u 
not unusual occurrence for some un- 
fortunate laborer to he injured when 
a descending bucket came in contact 
with his head or shoulders, or when 
a shower of gravel would drop on 
him as some bucket accidentally 
opened while in transit. 

The excavation along Washington 
street necessitates the shifting and 
temporary removal of many sections 
of water, gas, sewer and drain pipes 
and telephone conduits. Much cure 
will bo needed in replacing these 
pipes or dilllcultles will arise after 
the big trench has been refilled. If 
the pipes which carry the surface 
drainage are not properly relald, 
pools will form should the drainage 
of surface water he blocked. 

The business men at West Newton 
are not enthused over the water-main 
project. After losing trade for a few 
weeks, because all parking space 
along Washington street was occu- 
pied by the big pipes, now they are 
further handicapped by having Wash- 
ington street closed to uutomobile 
traffic between Waltham and Elm 
streets. 


If exercise keeps one young, Let- 
ter Carriers George King and John 
Maloney of the Newton postotllce 
ought to live to become centenarians. 
Every workday, for many years, af- 
ter hiking miles over Newton streets 
\\ith loads of mail, Messrs. King and

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FAIR WOMEN TAKE WARNING 

Incredible as it may seem, right here in Boston, which has 
always been considered especially free front the white slave 
trade, agents of the underworld are attacking women with a 
hypodermic needle. Recently a woman, who had been 
warned, while sitting in the Public Garden felt something 
like the sting of an insect on the calf of her leg.

The action of the post office authorities in closing all the 
local post offices at 2 o’clock on Saturday afternoons is tai 
from pleasing to the business men of the city, who keep open 
shop well into the evening of that day. It was not so long 
ago that the residential district was cut out of Saturday 
afternoon service, with the result that important letters 
received after the Saturday morning delivery did not reach 
their destination until Monday morning. In making this 
criticism we are not opposed to a Saturday afternoon off for 
the regular post office clerks and carriers, but with the 
long list of applicants for such jobs it ought to be easy to 
draft some of these men for a little extra time on Saturday 
and incidentally give some of the unemployed something to 
do. The watch word of the Post Office should be SERVICE 
and not curtailment. 


One of the greatest drawbacks of Protestantism is its di- 
vision into numerous independent units or denominations.

To ease you up a bit on dry facts 
and figures 1 now will tnke a few min- 
utes to tell you of the wonderful re- 
ception that Vienna and the Vienna 
Rotarlans gave us. Rut first let me 
tell you of a little Incident which hap- 
pened when the train stopped at a 
small station in Switzerland. The 
train door opened — in came a well- 
dressed fellow. He said, "Rotarians, I 
am so glad to see yon. I am a Rota- 
rian," and began shaking every hand 
within reach. As the signal came for 
the train to start he stepped to the 
platform and raising his hat I heard 
him say, “You belong to an associa- 
tion of MEN.” 

The members of the Vienna Rotary 
Club met us at the station, helped us 
into carriages and directed where to 
go. The buildings of Vienna were 
generously decorated with flags. The 
first evening all Rotarians were In- 
vited to the benutlful Burggarten for 
an evening of music and entertain- 
ment. From one of the first dally 
papers, I read the following — "May 
the great Rotary International Con- 
vention create Indivisible bonds be- 
tween all the peoples of the globe thus 
contributing to the good of the race 
and helping to maintain the dignity of 
human rights! In this spirit, with 
heartfelt good wishes, we throw open 
the gates of our country to permit 
entrance to all those in whoso spirit 
and purpose it is to serve the good of 
humanity." 

In commemoration of this conven- 
tion the republic of Austria Issued 
special postal stamps — each hearing 
the Rotary wheel, the dies of which 
wore destroyed Immediately after the 
convention. 

Wednesday evening — The President 
of the Republic of Austria in honor 
of President nnd Mrs. Almon Roth 
and the other officers of Rotary Inter- 
national. tendered a reception at the 
former Imperial Palace. A very splen- 
did affair — five bunds of music, miles 
of tables loaded with food — attended 
by 2500 Rotarians. The palace 1ms 
400 rooms. Late that evening Presi- 
dent Roth was deeorated with a gold- 
en insignlum nnd the other officers 
with silver insignia. 

As I approached the Palace I heard 
children’s voices nnd glancing up to 
the palace roof caught sight of little 
heads nnd waving handkerchiefs. 
Here are housed 1200 of the poor of 
Vienna because unable to pay rent. 

Thursday afternoon, June 25th — In 
honor of Rotary International tho 
Chancellor of Austria gave a coffee 
party at the “Schonbrunn Imperial 
Park" at tho beautiful palace once oc- 
cupied by Empress Marie Teresa. Hero 
in the park wore spread hundreds of 
tables decorated with the Imperial 
china and laden with food. Tho Im- 
perial hand on the balcony of tho pal- 
ace enlivened the scene. 

Our Rotary Anns and daughters 
were entertained daily by the wives 
of the Vienna Club. Their headquar- 
ters was at the House of Friendship 
nearby on Schwarzenbergplatz.

WABAN RESIDENTS FAVOR AND 
OPPOSE STREET IMPROVEMENTS 

At the last meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen a number of Wabtut resi- 
dents appeared either to favor or op- 
pose petitions for tho grading nnd ac- 
cepting under the Betterment Act of 
Alban, Mosslleld, Varick and Wildo 
roads, and Walmn avenue. Thomas I. 
Taylor of 20 Mossflcld road stuted 
that that street Is in bad condition and 
growing worse and that residents on 
it have to fill holes with ashes perme- 
ated with crank-case oil to keep tho 
street passable. In the winter It is 
almost impossible for cars to travel 
over the street; in the summer the 
road is so dusty that houses have to 
be frequently painted. Residents on 
the street apologize to visitors because 
of its condition. 

A. G. Bourne of 45 Mossfield road 
said lie has tolerated it for 25 years 
and it has become very dangerous. 
It. J. Cram of 287 Wnban avenue, at 
tlie corner of Mossfield road, charac- 
terized tlie place as one of tho most 
dangerous in tho city, and advocated 
the acceptance and improvement of 
the road. 

Urging tlie improving and accept- 
ance of Vnrlck road, Joseph Congdon, 
Walmn real estate developer, stated 
lie desires to open up a considerable 
area in that neighborhood for homo 
sites. He said he would build houses 
in keeping with the standard set in 
Walmn. Ho commented that Walmn 
Is now the second richest precinct in 
this city and that this was the first 
time ho had ever asked tlie Board of 
Aldermen to assist in its development. 
<’. A. St. Lawn nee of 263 Walmn ave- 
nue suggested that tho other end of 
tho avenue lie improved, rather than 
the Mossfield road end, on the con- 
tention that to do this would save the 
city money. Gilbert Hamlin. Jr., of 
351 Walmn avenue opposed the peti- 
tion. He argued that there is very 
little tralllc on li is end of tho street; 
ir the street were improved it will be 
used by much more traffic and he ob- 
jected to the expense which would bo 
imposed upon him. Gordon Gifford, 
who said he represented all property 
owners on Walmn avenue between 
Varick and Mossfield ronds, stated 
they do not favor tlie proposed im- 
provement because of tlie expense in- 
volved. Others who opposed tiio pe- 
tition for tlie same reason were Roger 
Hovey, 329 Wuhan avenue; Cyrus 
Bruce, Ward Bartram, Albert Merrill, 
all of Waban avenue. 

Dr. Warren Shields of 55 Wilde 
road. AVaban, favored the acceptance 
of this street. He told of the periodic 
pond which forms there after each 
heavy rain, necessitating the pumping 
out of cellars by a fire engine. Harry 
Hanson oi 65 Wilde road said the con- 
dition of tho street Is not a credit to 
the city anil he is ashamed to ask 
triends to visit his home. Howard 
Morth sent a written protest against 
tlie acceptance or tho road if it will 
mean the removal of a small park at 
tho head of the street.

Another economy record has been 
made by Studebaker!

Attack on Short Selling. 

Intelligence in the Universe? 

What Whales Don’t Know. 

This column has occasionally re- 
marked during tlio recent "sky-the- 
llmlt" boom: 

“Sooner or later tlie world will 

begin to pay for the big war, and 

will not enjoy the process." 

The world, including this part of 
North Americn. is paying now, and 
not enjoying It. 

The moratorium simply recognizes 
the fact that you can't get blood out 
of a stone, even a German stone, and 
that it would not pay to drive into 
bankruptcy one of the world's great 
industrial and financial national units. 

Those that expected an instantane- 
ous boom to be born of the moratorium 
were childish. But one wise step has 
been taken. It will lend to a new 
analysis of the Versailles Treaty, the 
power of different nations to pay, and 
the advisability of making them pay. if 
they are able. 

When It is raining, snowing or hail- 
ing you know that it will stop eventu- 
ally, although you don't know when. 
Similarly, you ran find comfort in the 
fact that this depression will stop, and 
prosperity come back. “But there are 
no miracles.” 

The joyous pastime of selling wheat 
short may be interrupted. President 
Hoover's recent remarks are taken to 
indicate that he means to discourage 
in some way the custom of marking 
down prices by short selling. The 
French, long ago, took effective action 
after a wheat corner that made broad 
Impossibly dear for the poor. 

One law did It, saying briefly that 
anyone conspiring to control the cost 
of bread in France would spend the 
rest of his life in jail at hard labor. 

There is something about the words 
travaux forccn a perpetuite that 
Frenchmen do not like, and short sell- 
ing was stopped. 

Board of Trade meu say short sell- 
ers are necessary to prosperity, which 
is Wall Street’s opinion also. Presi- 
dent Hoover may convince them thnt 
they are mistaken. 

An interesting fact that seems to 
outweight several tons of theory Is 
that for wheat grown on French soil 
the French farmer gets a dollar and a 
half a bushel, while Kansas farmers 
get about thirty cents, at the farm. 

Professor Frost, director of the 
Yerkes Observatory, finds indications 
that there exists a “Mind" in the uni- 
verse. He is not like the French sci- 
entist who replied to Napoleon's ques- 
tion concerning God: “I have no need 
of that hypothesis." 

If a cockroach in a skyscraper could 
talk, and say: ”1 believe there is some- 
body running this skyscraper," you 
would be amused. 

Somebody, somewhere in creation, is 
amused when one of the little germs 
on this earth grain of dust discovers 
indications of a guiding intelligence in 
the universe. 

What are vitamins? We know that 
we can't live without them, that they 
cure rickets in children, what food- 
stuffs contain the various vitamins, 
and scientists have just discovered 
that two of them, vitamins A and B, 
give off some kind of strange radia- 
tion. Bats deprived of certain neces- 
sary vitamins have no children. De- 
prived of other vitamins, they starve 
to death, although supplied with abun- 
dance of food 

Three important things we possess, 
without knowing what they are — elec- 
tricity, vitamins and the soul of man. 

A huge whale plows the northern 
seas, swallowing millions of tiny ma- 
rine creatures, on which he lives, 
knowing nothing of his past. Little 
does he dream that his ancestor was 
a little creature, the "tree shrew,” that 
you could carry in your vest pocket. 

Still less can he imagine his future, 
or know that his body will be boiled 
down, and the oil sprayed on park 
trees to kill an epidemic of plant lice. 

From tree shrew to whale ninety 
feet long, and from giant whale to 
plant lice destroyer, is a considerable 
change. 

We human beings know about our 
past and future as little as the whale 
knows about his. 

In the next thirty months Uncle 
Sum will build ten "destroyers." small, 
swift ships of 1,500 tons, planned to 
destroy submarines. They will cost 
forty-nine millions, live hundred thou 
sand dollars. 

In those thirty mouths a foreign 
country could build twenty airplanes, 
ten high speed plates carrying small 
bombs, ten heavy bombers, that could 
promptly destroy our ten new destroy- 
ers, also a few cruisers and battle- 
ships, and cost less than one million 
dollars. 

However, governments, especially 
army and navy men, learn slowly.

rectors to foster and encourage talent 
in any of the arts, wherever discov- 
ered among our citizens and to pro- 
vide a fitting place where it may de- 
velop and find a hearing under sym- 
pathetic auspices and experienced di- 
rection. 

Citizens of Newton, long identified 
with successful business enterprise 
and long conspicuous in the public 
life of both our own community and 
the Commonwealth, are members of 
the Board of Directors, as are. also, 
several who have had ripe experi- 
ence in the successful management of 
theatrical enterprises. 

With reference to the design and 
arrangement of the building itself, 
sketches show an exterior of Georgian 
design consonant with New England's 
best architectural traditions for sim- 
plicity and directness and harmonious 
with noteworthy public buildings in 
the immediate neighborhood. The ma- 
terials of the walls are stone and brick 
of warm grey and buff coloring. The 
sloping roofs are of asbestos tiles of 
agreeable shade. 

As is required by the building ordin- 
ances of both our city and state, the 
structure is fireproof and in strict con- 
formity with all other regulations for 
the safety of patrons. 

Entrance to the main Auditorium is 
through a broad foyer opening direct- 
ly upon Washington street. Ample 
exits opening directly to courts. lead- 
ing to nearby streets in three other 
directions, are also provided. The Au- 
ditorium seats 875 upon the floor and 
2S0 in a balcony approached by ample 
and easy stairways. The stage is of 
generous proportions and will be 
equipped with all modern essentials 
to the adequate presentation of drama 
and pageantry. 

Above the foyer is a small addi- 
tional hall with complete appoint- 
ments for social gatherings requiring 
only a relatively modest seating 
capacity. This hall has a level floor 
and portable scats and will be admira- 
bly suited to the requirements of pri- 
vate dances, rehearsals and meetings 
of local organizations.

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ABOUT TOWN 

By Edw. H. Powers 

One of the most dangerous corners 
| n this city Is that nt Centre street 
and Centre avenue, Newton. A blind 
corner by which and around which a 
steady stream of automobiles passes. 
A corner where a constant stream of 
pedestrians travels. In past years a 
number of automobile accidents oc- 
curred at this corner. They were 
caused by cars, or trucks, being 
driven around the corner to the left 
of the centre of intersection, colliding 
with cars either making right turns, 
or being operated along Centre street. 

Several years ago, when the GRA- 
PHIC ofllce was right at tilts corner, 
we requested former Police Chief 
Burke to have a traffic signal placed 
In the middle of Centre nvenue at its 
confluence with Centre street and ho 
readily agreed that such a traffic 
safeguard was needed. A Columbia 
signal waB placed at the corner at an 
expense of several hundreds of dol- 
lars and proved very effective. 

When the new Are station on Wash- 
ington street at Centre avenue was 
occupied on July 6, 1929, It was feared 
that the aerial ladder would hit the 
traffic signal, so the signal was re- 
moved and a number of large Iron 
discs, about 15 inches in diameter 
were placed in a row on the middle 
of Centre avenue near Centre street 
to keep drivers of automobiles from 
making sharp loft turns. These discs 
also proved very effective in the two 
years they were on the street. The 
GRAPHIC ofllce on Centro avenue Is 
about 50 feet removed from them, so 
we have had ample opportunity to ob- 
serve the effect of placing the discs 
on the street. They were placed 
thore at our suggestion as for the 
past four years we have been one of 
the three members of the Traffic 
Committee of the Newton Board of 
Aldermen. 

Last Friday morning about 11:30 
sevoral employees of the Street De- 
partment arrived at Centre avenue 
with a compressed air machine and 
pried the discs from the street. Upon 
investigation we learned that the or- 
der to take up the discs had emanated 
from the Street Commissioner. He 
had taken tills action because a resi- 
dent of west Newton had alleged that 
the discs were unsafe for traffic. 
Without making an investigation, 
which would have refuted this con- 
tention, without oxtending the cour- 
tesy of conferring with the person, 
who suggested the placing of the 
discs, and whose official position 
ought to entitle him to some consid- 
eration, the say-so of the West New- 
ton gentleman was accepted and the 
discs taken up. This Is a sample of 
the manner In which the representa- 
tives of the people of Newton (or at 
least some of them) are treated. The 
discs were replaced, after n fashion, 
later on the same day on which they 
were removed. They are now almost 
flush with the street, laid Irregularly 
and will servo as a questionable de- 
terrent to the type of autoists who 
drive recklessly. 


Persons residing in Vernon Court 
on Centre street, Newton, old citizens 
of this city, have asked us to men- 
tion the ugly appearance of a patch 
on the street in front of their apart- 
ment house. The old-timers living 
in Vernon Court were quite pleased 
when Centre street was improved by 
a smooth asphalt s irface over a year 
ago. But, for some months as they 
sit on the veranda of the hotel, they 
have to lool: at a scab like patch di- 
rectly in front where an excavation 
was made and the surface of the 
street not given the smooth top cout. 
Another such ugly effect is diagonal- 
ly in front of the hotel, opposite 137 
Centre street. Mayor Weeks during 
die past 18 months has endeavored 
to improve some of the principal 
streets of the city. On streets where 
smooth asphalt pavements are laid, 
when excavations are made, the re- 
surfacing jobs should lie so done as 
to leave the recently improved streets 
streets still attractive and not crude- 
ly patched. 

Those folks who have been whining 
about the excessive heat this week 
should have seen the men working at 
the task of welding the big GO Inch

$700,000 Authorized 
In Twenty-Year Bonds 

Aldermen Vote Appropriation For 
New City Hall and Memorial 


The Newton Board of Aldermen held 
a regular meeting on Monday night at 
which much Important business was 
transacted. This included the author- 
ization of a bond Issue of $700,000 to 
finance the new city hall and war me- 
morial; the appropriation of $21,792.40 
for the purchase of 4% additional 
acres of land from the Paul estate at 
Newton Centre adjoining the Weeks 
junior high school; the renowul for 
one year of a permit to the Woodland 
Sand & Gruvel Company to operate 
tile huge pit off Washington street, 
Lower Falls, opposite Beacon street 
and the awarding to Pasquale de 
Chrlstafaro of $5000 additional for 
rock excavated in the Cold Spring 
drain. The bond issue will be 
on a 20 year busts and of the amount 
$500,000 will be for the city hull sec- 
tion and $200,000 for the war memori- 
al building. 

The first matter to come before the 
meeting was the hearing on the peti- 
tion of the New England Telephone 
Company for a permit to lay under- 
ground conduits in Hobart road, New- 
ton Centre between Commonwealth 
avenue and Monadnock road. No one 
appeared to oppose this petition. 

James P. Gallagher, appearing as at- 
torney for George A. Haynes asked 
that a permit be grunted for a gasoline 
filling station at 359 Washington St., 
near the corner of Thornton street, 
Newton. Recently the Aldermen 
turned down a similar petition from 
Mr. Haynes for the reason that the 
frontage of tills proposed station on 
Washington street was not sufficient. 
Mr. Gallagher explained that his client 
now proposes to add another of the 
tenements in the old wooden block 
now occupying the site of the pro- 
posed filling station, thus giving an 
additional 20 feet of frontage. If the 
permit is granted, three sections of 
the unsightly block will be removed, 
and the district materially Improved 
by the change. Mrs. Delia Leonard 
of Thornton street, whose property im- 
mediately adjoins the rear of tile pro- 
posed stutiou favors the petition and 
none appeared to oppose it. It Is pro- 
posed to have 3 driveways to the sta- 
tion, one of these to be on Thornton 
street, thus allowing the big trucks to 
enter the rear of the station to fill the 
gasoline tanks, which would be placed 
at the rear of the lot. 

Alderman Grebensteln, chairman of 
the Claims and Rules Committee rec- 
ommended that the sum of $5000 be 
paid to Pasquale de Christafaro, the 
contractor who built the Cold Spring 
Swamp drain in 1929. Grebensteln ex- 
plained that a mistake had been made 
in tile estimate of the amount of rock 
to lie excavated in doing this work. 
The engineering department of this 
city had estimated that only about 
1000 cubic yards of rock would have 
to be excavated in digging the drain. 
Then the plans were changed in def- 
erence to the wishes of the Newton 
Cemetery Corporation and instead of 
1000 cubic yards of rock excavation, a 
large ledge was struck and 6000 cubic 
yards of rock had to be removed. 
Christafaro's contract specified that 
he would receive $7 per cubic yard for 
all rock excavated, so the city paid 
him $34,370 additional over his origi- 
nal contract figure because of the 
5000 extra yards of rock removed. 

To facilitate the task of removing 
the rock, Christafaro supplanted a 
small steam-shovel he was using with 
a larger shovel. He claimed that be- 
cause of the depth of the trench it 
was impracticable to use the smaller 
shovel. By lifting the larger shovel 
he removed more material and rock 
than was necessitated under the con- 
tract. He then put an additional claim 
against the city for the extra rock 
tuken out. Stating that lie had re- 
moved 2680 cubic yards of rock in ad- 
dition to the 5910 cubic yards for 
which tile city had paid him, he de- 
manded another $18,760 and threat- 
ened suit against the city unless paid 
this second additional sum. Christa- 
faro's counsel agreed with City Solic- 
itor Bartlett to settle the second claim 
for $5000, and the Claims and Rules 
Committee, with Alderman Powers 
I (Continued on Page 4)

Study of Traffic Conditions in Nonantum Square 
Report to City Government by Lewis E. Moore

Radical Measures Recommended By Traffic Consultant As a Result of Thorough 
Survey of Problem In Order To Relieve Traffic Congestion And To 
Provide Area For The Parking Of Automobiles 


At the meeting of the Board of Al- 
dermen on Monday night the report 
of Lewis IS. Moore concerning traffic 
conditions In Nonantum Square was 
submitted. Mr. Moore, who resides at 
113 Beaumont avenue, Newtonvllle, 
was appointed a few months ago by 
Mayor Weeks to make a study of 
traffic conditions at Nonantum Square. 
On the recommendation of Mayor 
Weeks the Board of Aldermen, at that 
time, appropriated $500 to pay Mr. 
Moore for making this study. 

The report submitted is quite exten- 
sive and each alderman received u 
typewritten copy of It. together with 
a map showing the proposed changes 
and takings at Newton Corner and 
Nonantum Square as recommended by 
Mr. Moore. The cost of tile projects 
is e timated by Mr. Moore at $416,000, 
but would in all probability he much 
more as the assessed values of most 
of the property which would he seized 
in conjunction witli the projects is 
well under the market value. 

In the introduction to his report Mr. 
Moore says: 

"I have consulted with various par- 
ties. have studied previous reports, 
and have endeavored to present sug- 
gestions which will he reasonable in 
cost and which can lie followed out 
one at a time so that each section 
of the completed whole will solve 
some part of the entire problem, and 
at the same time improve the whole 
situation." 

"The projects outlined herein in- 
volve the taking of a certain amount 
of property, but it is difficult to see 
how any Improvement can be made in 
this vicinity without taking property. 
I have endeavored to minimize these 
takings without sacrificing ultimate 
usefulness to present economy.” 

"The subject naturally divides itself 
Into three parts, which are 

(1) Tile handling of traffic in the 
square 

(2) The parking problem in the 
square 

(3) The provision of by-passes 
which will lead through traf- 
fic away from the square.” 

Handling of Traffic in Square 

“As is well known, there is consid- 
erable congestion at times in Nonan- 
tuni Square, due to several causes. 
This intersection is irregular, hut as 
only four streets meet there it is in 
principle at least merely a right an- 
gle intersection and, to a considerable 
extent, may be treated as such.” 

"Some of tile methods of handling 
traffic have remained, possibly unne- 
cessarily, since tlie elimination of the 
cars of the Middlesex & Boston St. 
Railway. The installation of bus op- 
eration on this street railway has 
caused a new set of problems which 
are not being handled to the best 
advantage in all respects at the pres- 
ent time. Various suggestions have 
been offered as a means of correcting 
the undesirable conditions.” 

“I question very much whether any 
great improvement can be made un- 
less the parking of cars in the street 
can be greatly lessened, and the han- 
dling of the buses improved in cer- 
tain particulars. The parking of cars 
at an angle on the curve leading from 
Centre into Washington street wester- 
ly, causes great obstruction to traffic, 
is dangerous, and is only to be ex- 
cused on the ground that there is 
no other place to put them.” 

“It has been suggested that a street 
tie cut through beside the railroad 
tracks from Centre street easterly, as 
a continuation of Hall street, and that 
the buses he routed through this 
street. This is undesirable because of 
tlie fact that buses would he obliged 
to cross Washington street and the 
tracks of the Boston Elevated Rail- 
way twice; oneo upon leaving this 
new street and again in the square. 
This double crossing would add to tlie 
confusion already existing and should 
he avoided. Tlie busses are now han- 
dled in a better way as they do not 
cross tlie tracks at all.” 

“All tlie street railway buses should 
enter Bacon street, as many of them 
now do, and go down Pearl street to- 
ward Centre. They should, however, 
bo compelled to stop oil Pearl street, 
discharge tlieir passengers, and wait 
nt this location for tlieir leaving time. 
The standing of buses in the square, 
as is now done, for ten or eleven 
minutes at u time should not bo al- 
lowed. A post stop could lie put in 
Hie square at tlie place where the 
buses no\v stand, permitting them to 
stop to take passengers at that point. 
Passengers who had sufficient time 
would undoubtedly prefer to walk 
around to Pearl street and get on the 
has before it leaves.” 

“The buses from Wuhan and Bemis 
should go around into Pearl street, 
the sumo us the others. The Wuhan 
Inis should go through Cent re avenue 
to Washington street.” 

“In tills connection the Boston Ele- 
vated would probably be willing to 
stop tlieir curs, hound for Boston, hi 
P earl street 111 order to give an easy 
and quick connection for bus passen- 
gers going toward Boston. This 
change accords with the principle that 
curs should stop before entering n 
congested uron and not just after leav- 
ing It.” 

“Cars Imuml for Watertown should 

■ lop iih at present, which would afford 
their passengers an opportunity to 
take the tins either at tlie proposed 
Inis stop in front of Hudson's Drug 

lore, or to walk around tlie corner 
to Pearl street, If they liuvo plenty 

■ if time.” 


“One suggestion which was made In 
the Committee’s report that the buses 
he routed through Park and Vernon 
streets, around a large loop, would 
be very undesirable. It should he re- 
membered that the passengers on the 
liases are entitled to as prompt and 
direct routes to their destinations as 
the owners of pleasure cars are. 
There should be no unnecessary devi- 
ations in bus routes. Running all the 
buses around Park and Vernon streets 
would be an unnecessary waste of 
time for their passengers and would 
add to the congestion In the square.” 

"The present routing of some of the 
buses through Bacon and Pearl 
streets, and thence around Centro 
street is ideal, except for allowing 
tlie buses to park In the square while 
they await leaving time.” 

“The desirability of allowing traffic 
hound toward Newton Centre to pro- 
ceed nlong Centre street, instead of 
going up Washington street to Hall 
and through Hall, as at present, is 
suggested. At the same time traffic 
hound east on Washington street 
could keep on Washington street 
instead of turning into Halt. A signal 
at Hall and Centre, operated from the 
tower, would he desirable In tills con- 
nection, together with some rear- 
rangement of the tower signals. While 
tills at first sight may seem a step 
backward, I think a little considera- 
tion will show that tlie suggested re- 
arrangement of traffic would result in 
smoother operation nnd less confu- 
sion, particularly on the part of 
strangers. After all. in principle tlie 
crossing is only a right angle inter- 
section. To come down to a matter 
of detail, the signal tower is very bad- 
ly located. It should be moved about 
twenty feet towards the bank build- 
ing from its present location. Tlie ad- 
vantages of this move are so obvi- 
ous to anyone acquainted with the 
situation that it is unnecessary to en, 
large upon them here.” 

"A traffic count made in Nonantum 
Square is included herein. The traffic 
passing the signal tower is shown on 
page 5. On page 6 the same traffic 
is expressed in percentage of tlie total 
for each half hour period. For in- 
stance. adding horizontally opposite 
8 to 8:30 gives a total of 100%. If 
the traffic absolutely halunced it 
would show lG-2/3% toi each item in 
this table. A comparison of the figure 
shown with 16-2/3% will show at once 
tlie times nnd directions in which the 
traffic is most unbalanced. The table 
on page 7 shows the traffic In and 
out of Hail street and clearly indi- 
cates what one would expect: that is. 
the traffic is heaviest in tlie morning 
toward Boston and Watertown and In 
the evening away from them. Tlie 
traffic count shows that tlie heaviest 
traffic occurs between 5:00 and 5:30 
I’. M. The density is not great enough 
to cause congestion if the way through 
tlie square were only kept open.” 

"In tills connection it should lie 
noted that more cars make the right 
turn from Centre street to Washing- 
ton street in tlie direction of Newton- 
ville than move in any other direction. 
Tills is tlie line of traffic tliut is in- 
terfered with most by the cars parked 
at an angle on the right hand side 
between the square and Bacon street, 
and by tlie buses parked in the same 
location.” 

“It is interesting to note that on 
Tuesday. June 1 4th. 1914 between 
4:15 and 6:15 P. M. 366 vehicles 
passed through the square in all di- 
rections. (Sec report of Planning 
Board, 1914.) On Friday, June 26, 
1931 between 4:00 and 6:00 P. M. 
2384 vehicles passed the signal tower 
in all directions. In seventeen years 
traffic lias increased in volume six 
times. Further increase may be ex- 
pected and should be planned for with 
as much foresight ns possible, and 
without delay." 

In referring to the parking problem 
at Nonantum Square. Mr. Moore says, 
“owing to lack of width of the streets 
and tlie great expense that would lie 
involved in a street widening in the 
square, some solution such as a pub- 
lic parking space off of the street 
is indicated. The use of the trian- 
gular space at the easterly end of tlie 
old fire-station site bus been sug- 
gested. together with the street put 
through along the line of the Boston 
& Albany railroad from Centre to 
Washington streets, which has been 
mentioned before. In my opinion this 
area is loo small, and is not properly 
located to give ail the desired relief. 
Ii might well ho used in connection 
with the larger parking area sug- 
gested below.” 

“After considerable study and con- 
sideration. I am convinced that the 
largest and most useful available area 
would bo gained by removing all the 
wooden buildings in tlie area between 
Bacon. Pearl. Centre and 'Washing- 
ton streets. Thore are a number of 
wooden buildings, many which were 
originally on the street nnd were 
moved back when the brick buildings 
were built. They are undesirable 
from many standpoints, and I under- 
stand are not very valuable. These 
wooden buildings should ail be re- 
moved. Hie area levelled off, graded 
and drained and used for a public 
parking space. Tho entrance from 
the square known us Pearl court 
hould be used for foot traffic only " 

"Purklng Should then he prohibited 
on the right side of Centre and Wash- 
ington streets from Pearl street 
around to Bacon street. The patrons 
of the stores would have ample space 
to park in the public parking space 
ut tho rear, and the stores could, if 


they so desired, have rear entrances 
opening direct on the parking area." 

“At the same time Pearl street 
should he widened to 60 feet up as 
far as Bacon street. This will involve 
taking the old Opera House property." 

“A public convenience station could 
lie located, preferably on part of the 
old Opera House site.” 

"Additional business area might be 
obtained by extending Bacon street 
through to Carleton street, but as that 
is a matter which does not directly 
concern the handling of traffic, per- 
haps it need not he covered here.” 

Referring to the plan of the Metro- 
politan District Commission to con- 
tinue the boulevard along the Charles 
River to the Galen street bridge at 
Watertown, Mr. Moore recommends 
that to handle the traffic from this 
roud to Newton Corner, a new street 
he built alongside the B. & A. rail- 
road from the foot of Charlesbank 
road to the Saint James street bridge. 
A new bridge to be erected and the 
street cut through from the bridge 
to the junction of Washington and 
Park streets. From that point the 
new street would cut across Park 
street and through properties to Eid- 
redge street, then the traffic would 
follow Eldredge street and then an- 
other new section of this route would 
cross Franklin street and emerge on 
Centre street three lots south of 
Franklin street. 

Mr. Moore proposes another new 
roadway from the Saint Janies street 
bridge running parallel with the rail- 
road track to Charlesbank road. He 
also proposes that Jackson road be 
widened to a junction with Water- 
town street in Watertown. He says. 
“The completed scheme would cost 
about half as much as one school 
house. It is suggested that the work 
could well be divided over four years. 
Tlie public parking space, tlie widen- 
ing of Pearl street, and putting slight- 
ly different regulations in effect, to- 
gether with some changes in the sig- 
nals, should he done the first year." 

According to Mr. Moore, the first 
year's program would cost $140,000; 
the cost of the second year's program 
would be $91,000: the third year's pro-

SITE

street, and the Standard Oil Company 
to vacate tile filling station at 1030

mondi is a wooden structure formerly 
owned by the Middlesex & Boston 
Street Railway and used as a waiting 
station and ofllce. Several years ago 
it was purchased by Raimondi and 
used as a lunch room and store. 

Tlie filling station is located on the 
site of the garage formerly operated 
by Joseph Crowell. Both these prop- 
erties were taken by the city when 
the land occupied by the triangle was 
selected as the site of tlie new city 
hull and war memorial. The former 
owners were allowed to continue to 
use the buildings by paying the city 
moderate rentals.

Five armed robbers In a car crowd- 
ed an automobile containing Jacob 
Leff of New York City and William 
Penfield of 512 Washington street, 
Brookline, off Beacon street, into Glen 
avenue, Newton Centre, and at gun 
point snatched a case containing jew- 
elry valued at $110,000. The theft 
occurred about 50 feet from Beacon 
street. The holdup was staged late 
Wednesday afternoon and was the 
third alleged big Jewelry robbery near 
Boston within 5 weeks.

RENEW GRAVEL PIT PERMIT 
WITH RESTRICTIONS 


The Claims and Rules Committee of 
the Newton Board of Aldermen spent 
about an hour Monday afternoon at 
the Woodland Sand and Gravel Com- 
pany pit off Washington street, oppo- 
site Beacon street. Newton Lower 
Falls. This company’s petition for a 
renewal of its permit to operate at 
the pit lias been held up because of 
protests from owners of nearby prop- 
erties. In conference with the com- 
mittee at the pit were City Solicitor 
Bartlett, Cataldo Marchioni of Nevada 
street, Newtonvllle. present owner of 
the pit, three of the remonstrants 
against the petition and the attorney 
of a Watertown bank which holds a 
mortgage on the property. 

This pit was operated by Antonio 
Beatrice from 1924 to 1926 and then 
was purchased by the Woodland Sand 
& Gravel Company headed by Amato 
Pescosolido, the former Nonantum 
banker. This company operated the 
pit for a few years beginning in 1927 
and it was excavated for acres to a 
depth of about 40 feet below street 
level. For the past couple of years 
Marchione has operated the pit. The 
values of nearby properties are 
claimed by their owners to have d'vin- 
dled severely because of the great, 
unsightly hole and the nuisance from 
sand and gravel dust Is alleged to be 
intolerable. Neighbors claimed that 
the operators of the pit in recent 
years have not kept agreements to re- 
fill the yawning pit to a reasonable 
degree. 

As a compromise between the ob- 
jectors and Marchione the following 
conditions were imposed by City Soli- 
citor Bartlett: 

1. This permit shall run for the 
term of one year front its date. 

2. The sand hopper and the neces- 
sary buildings and machinery be re- 
moved within thirty (30) day's of the 
expiration of this permit. 

3. The acceptance of this permit 
by the parties mentioned above shall 
constitute a license to the City of 
Newton to enter and remove the sand 
hoijper and other buildings, machin- 
ery, etc., connected therewith, charg- 

; iug the cost to the owner in the event 

I condition No. 2 is not complied with. 
4. That no excavating of material 
be made to a depth lower than a grade 
| fixed by the City Engineer to be tiled 
by tlie City Engineer with the Public 
| Buildings Commissioner, notice of 
I which will be given by the City En- 
gineer to the said Marchioni. 

5. That the present excavation be 
filled immediately to a distance of 
twenty (20’) feet beyond the line 
of the proposed widening of Washing- 
ton street' as shown on plan No. 23560, 
and a fill 10 feet in width be made 
along the westerly line of Beacon 
street extension from the northerly 
line of Washington street to a point 
approximately 270 feet be made by the 
owner during the period of one year 
from July 27th, 1931 and that this 
license be terminated by the Mayor if 
tlie City Engineer certifies at the end 
of ISO days from July 27, 1931 that 
in his opinion there is no evidence of 
the owners beginning in good faith to 
make the fill herewith required. Ail 
till shall be clean till: no fill to con- 
sist of automobile bodies or parts, and 
no promiscuous dumping to be per-

Systematic check-up of all public 
charity cases in the City of Newton, 
which was ordered by Mayor Sinclair 
Weeks several months ago. has been 
completed and the results, announced 
today. Indicate that nearly all of the 
cases being cared for by the city are 
worthy ones. However, the recom- 
mendations of reductions in the 
amount of aid given in some instances 
I and discontinuance of aid in others, 

; which were made by the supervisors, 
have been carried out by Miss Flor- 
ence S. Fitzgerald. Director of the 
I Newton Public Welfare Department. 
| Out of nearly 400 families to which 
city aid is given, the department's in- 
vestigators found only 12 unworthy 
cases which were dropped and 17 
cases which were receiving more 
financial help than necessary. Eight 
cases were recommended for in- 
creased aid. 

Investigation of Newton's cases 
was carried on in the late afternoon 
and evening for the most part, by 
two trained men. and resulted in dis- 
closing several instances where 
boarders, unknown to the department, 
were helping Increase the incomes 
of some families. During previous 
day-time visits such boarders — not 
home at the time, were not listed. 

Amount of aid was decreased only 
in those cases were it was found that 
children were working and able to 
I assume part of the burden of snpport- 
; ing the family, or, *n the cases where 
boarders contributed to the family 
purse. Persons found to have money 
| in banks were dropped immediately, 
j as were families whose income was 
! found to be certainly sufficient. 

I Two of the cases on which aid 
, was stopped have been referred to 
| the City Law Department, and if it 
is found that money or supplies were 
! fraudulently obtained from the city, 

| the authorities will be directed to pro- 
I ceed with court action against such 
| persons to recover the sums ad- 
vanced.

In a general way the report of Mr. Lewis E. Moore in 
regard to conditions in Nonantum square remind us of the 
story of the new curate who had just preached fris first 
sermon. Seeking some sort of praise, he asked the aged rector 
what he thought about it and was greatly pleased when the 
old man said : “It was both new and good” ; but he felt less 
pleased when the old man added : “But the things which are 
good are not new and that which is new is not good.’’ 

Mr. Moore has made a valuable report and some of his 
recommendations should be adopted with little delay. But the 
city government should take plenty of time for the most 
careful consideration of his more radical suggestions. 


The prohibition law, the automobile regulations and the 
dog restraining order are making it quite a hardship for so- 
called “good” citizens to classify themselves. The principal 
objection to retaining the classification of “good” is the 
“better than thou” attitude of many reputable citizens. 
These people consider that all laws and regulations are en- 
acted for the government of the rest of the community and 
not for them. Hence the bootlegger, the careless motorist 
and the dog owner. Some day, we trust every citizen will 
apply these restrictions to themselves and thereby bring 
good government to its actual realization. 


While we do not think our city fathers are squandering 
the taxpayers’ money in the sense that they are wasting 
it, we are of the opinion that the purchase of over four 
acres of land to add to the playground at the new John W. 
Weeks school is entirely unnecessary, to say the least. 


The check-up on conditions in the Public Welfare Depart- 
ment should be most gratifying to our tax payers and are 
highly complimentary to Miss Fitzgerald, the head of that 
important department. 

The rate at which the big water main is going under ground at 
Newtonville Square, the Metropolitan Water Commission will be re- 
lieving unemployment all winter on. the mile stretch to Newton Comer.

6. This permit is not assignable 
and shall terminate if within the time 
of its duration the said Marchioni 
ceases to be the owner of the land 
in question. 

7. That the plant be so operated 
that it will not become either a public 
or a private nuisance. 

8. Upon the further condition that 
this permit is revokable at any time 
by act of the Mayor of the City of 
Newton. 

Upon recommendation of the Claims 
and Rules Committee, the Aldermen 
voted to grant a permit to Marchi- 
oni, subject to tile conditions im- 
posed.

Other peti- 
tions before the meeting were those 
for the grading and accepting of Ha- 
gen road, Newton Highlands; Phillip 
Finn for a drain in Winchester road, 
Newton: Silver Lake Cleansing Com- 
pany for a drain and sewer in Haw- 
thorn street. Nonantum; Arthur Crane 
and others for a drain and sewer in 
Cotton street. Sunset and Lancaster 
roads. Newton: Rose Donovan and 
others for Improving and accepting 
Jackson terrace. Newton. 

A petition was received from Louis 
Smith nnd others asking that a pub- 
lic hearing he held on the matter of 
stopping lienvv trucking on Brook- 
line street, Oak Hill. 

On the recommendation of the Li- 
censes Committee the Board voted 
to grant common-victualler licenses to 
Bartolomeo Gavini, 192 Adams street.

EDWARD BERTRAM CHANDLER 


MAYOR ORDERS TAXI STAND 
PERMIT REVOKED 


Tlie famous slogan. “Off Again. On 
Again. Finnegan." could he reversed 
as applied to tlie taxi stand permits 
granted Patrick Sweeney of the New- 
ton Taxi Company by Street Com- 
missioner Stuart. The Newton Taxi 
Company lias had a stand for cars on 
Centre street, Newton, near the rail- 
road station. Some months ago, At- 
torney Dennis Cronin, representing 
Sweeney, obtained a 24 hour permit 
for his client in front of 251 Wash- 
ington street. Newton, which location 
is where the Boston Elevated cars 
stop in front of the Nonantum Build- 
ing. 

Washington street at this point is 
narrow anu when taxis are parked 
there, automobile traffic is forced over 
towards the people boarding the Ele- 
vated cars and alighting from them. 
Taxis parked at this place also im- 
pede the heavy passage of traffic 
through Nonantum Square. For this 
reason the License Committee of the 
Aldermen has always refused to ap- 
prove of any taxi stand at this loca- 
tion. 

Several years ago, the Garden City 
Taxi Company obtained a permit with 
tlie understanding that its taxis were 
to be kept at the rear of the No- 
iinntum Building, but its drivers could 
stand in front of 251 Washington St. 
and solicit. This agreement was not 
observed, and cabs of this company 
were parked in the location tabooed 
by tlie License Committee. Sweeney, 
observing the business resulting from 
this stand sought, and obtained a per- 
mit for a stand there. last year, as lias 
been stated above. Dugan protested 
to some of tlie Aldermen and gave 
a verbal promise to one of them that 
if the permit given to Sweeney were 
revoked, the cabs of the Garden City 
would not be parked in front of 251 
Washington street. 

Accordingly, a few days after the 
permit had been granted, last year, to 
Sweeney, Alderman Hawkins and 
Powers consulted with Street Com- 
mission Stuart and voiced their ob- 
jections to any taxi permit being 
granted in front of the Nonantum 
Building, or in Nonantum Square. 
The Street Commissioner at once or- 
dered Sweeney's permit at this place 
revoked. The Garden City Taxi Com- 
pany continued to park its taxis in 
Hie forbidden area, lint the Aldermen 
insisted on their removal and even- 
tually these taxis were granted a new 
location a short distance down Wash- 
ington street, opposite the site of the 
old fire station. 

Notwithstanding that Sweeney had 
been told by the Aldermen that they 
wore opposed to any taxi stand in 
front of tlie Nonantum Building, early 
tills week he again obtained another 
permit for a location at thiH place 
from Street Commissioner Stuart, who 
disregarded the views of tlie Alder- 
men on this mutter. Tills morning 
Alderman Hawkins, as Chairman of 
the Licenses Committee had a con- 
ference with Mayor Weeks and vig- 
orously objected to tlie new permit 
which had been granted. The Mayor, 
who did not know the circumstances, 
win’ll lie approved of tlie permit u few 
days ago, told Street Commissioner 
Stuart to again revoke the permit. So, 
tlie red and yellow paint which wus 
put on the sidewalk in front of 251 
Washington street will lie puinted out 
and tlie locus will aguin lie free from 
parked taxis.

water pipes along Washington street 
nt West Newton an Newtonville. With 
the thermometer 97 In the shade, how 
would you like to be crouched inside 
a big Iron pipo on which the terrific 
heat of the sun was pouring? And in 
such an oven you would have to en- 
dure still more heat from white-hot 
rivets. Not to mention the deafening 
din of the riveting tool as It hammers 
the rivets or caulks the pipe. Yes, 
gentle reader, there are lots of folks 
much worse off than you these very 
hot days. 

Most of us have read Joyce Kilmer’s 
beautiful poem about a tree. New- 
ton's fame as an exceptional residen- 
tial community In past years was 
largely because of the thousands of 
mngnlflcent trees which adorned es- 
tates in this city and lined our streets. 
As the city has rapidly grown, the 
number of trees has lessened. Trees 
along our highways are having a hard 
struggle to survive. Modern street 
r.urfnces don't give trees sufficient op- 
portunities for obtaining enough mois- 
ture. Other modern conditions also 
handicap street trees. It is sad. there- 
fore. to witness the wanton destruc- 
tion of attractive trees. Residents on 
Washington street and other streets in 
the Hunnewell Hill section are Indig- 
nant over the spoliation and damage 
of many trees on that street which 
were tho victims of a largo power- 
shovel used by the contractors resur- 
facing Washington street. After the 
trees had been devastated by tho big 
shovel, further ruin was averted by 
substituting a smaller shovel. Rut 
tho damage had been done. It could 
easily have been avoided if proper 
measures had been taken by city of- 
ficials. 

Does it pay to hire outside contrac- 
tors just because they are the lowest 
bidders? Such methods as were used 
on Washington street seem to cause 
one to answer “No.” 


Talking about trees reminds us that 
wo have found George Rogers, head 
of the Forestry Division of this city, 
very courteous and anxious to co-op- 
erate whenever possible. 


We have been asked to comment 
about those residents of this city who 
live in atrnctlve sections but who do 
not assist In keeping up the appear 
anee of their neighborhoods. Persons 
who put out their ash and rubbish 
barrels for collection on Tuesday and 
leave them out empty until the fol- 
lowing Saturday or Sunday. Where 
such barrels are allowed to remain on 
sidewalks, their negligent owners can 
he compelled to remove them, as they 
constitute obstructions. But where 
they are left Inside the property line 
they only advertise the laziness and 
lack of consideration of those who 
fail to replace them in cellars without 
undue delay.

Russia Refuses lo Blow I’p 
Aguinaldo’s Bright Plan 

Wlint we call ' democracy." name- 
ly. the rule anti control of the many 
by a selected prosperous few. seems 
to be giving way to dictatorship, 
which means a return ti absolutism, 
not dependent, as with kings, on the 
accident of birth. 

Germany, according to despatches 
from Merlin, may follow the example 
of Italy, Turkey and Russia, operating 
under a one-man dictatorship with 
Bruentng for dictator, hacked by the 
military power of the Relchswehr. 

However, events may not move so 
rapidly. The Germans have been edu- 
cated In politics amt government for 
years by the Social-Democratic party, j 
They will not too hastily abandon 
their republic or Von Hltidenhurg, the 
loyal old man who has so ably steadied 
Germany thus far. 

Acting on a change ,n the currency 
laws, Germany's Relchsbank is put- 
ting In circulation about two hundred 
and fifty million dollars' worth of sil- 
ver currency. 

The use of silver by tl.i Relchsbank 
might suggest a good Idea to this and 
other countries that, with their wor- 
ship of the gold fetish, have almost 
destroyed silver's value. 

Silver and gold have gone side by 
side as money for live thousand years 
and should continue to do so. on the 
proper ratio. 

It is in the power of this govern- 
ment to restore the value of silver. In 
collaboration with Great Britain, 
which recently and foolishly did what 
it could to destroy silver by attempt- 
ing to put India on a gold basis. 

Production of copper 1 as increased 
the output of silver enormously, nut 
that increase would not be greater 
than the increase in international 
wealtli and demand for money, if men 
would stop cutting each other’s 
throat and concentrate on industry 
and prosperity. 

An able American, jack from Rus- 
sia. says the Stalin Plan will succeed, 
and won't bother us, because there 
will be no dumping of goods. 

Russians will need for themselves 
all they can produce. They are sell- 
ing now at any price they can get be- 
cause they must have money for ma- 
chinery. 

Recently Gaston Marbanson. a great 

Belgian steel man. declared that he 
has lost faith “in the American eco- 
nomic policy." advocated "universal 
resumption of relations with Russia 
through an International body to open 
credits with the Soviet." 

A one hundred per cent success for 
the Russian Five Year Plan, according 
to Mr. Barbatison. would he no danger 
to the world, for Russians would buy 
as much as they would sell. 

This nation, centuries ahead of Rus- 
sia in industry and production, with 
all of its so-called “over production” 
is able to consume no per cent of all 
its products. 

The world would he much better off 
and our best minds would sleep peace- 
fully. if Russia could oecome success- 
ful and rich, in which case it would 
no longer be "Red" and if China and 
other countries now harassed with re- 
volt and poverty, could follow suit. 

Mr. Agulnuldo. Filipino leader, en- 
couraged by the utterances of wander- 
ing United States Senators, has a plan. 
He would have the United States give 
immediate freedom, with self-govern- 
ment ami the other concomitants, to 
the Philippine Islands, while continu- 
ing for ten years more the right of 
Filipinos to ship goods through our 
custom house without payment of 
duty. 

"Your Government, NO; your free 
mqrkets, YKS," is the program. 

It ought to work profitably, espe- 
cially, if with United States supervi- 
sion gone, goods from all Asia could 
be shipped to us duty free through 
Manila, for u consideration. 

Some Americans would suggest a 
counter-proposition as follows: 

Turn the Filipinos loose, to carry 
out their ideas. Uncle Sam retain- 
ing an adequate naval, uuhmarine 
and airplane base at Manila, as of 
right, since he owns tile whole place, 
and as part payment for the millions 
we have spent there.
